telephone and occasionally in 
person, according to associates. 

They are Bennie Greenberg, 
former fight promoter and own- 
er of two St. Louis taverns; An- 
thony (Tony) Giurdano, hood- 
lum aligned with an Italian fac- 
tion in St. Louis; Sidney Wy- 
man, one of the Jeading West 
End gamblers, and Joseph | 
Beckley, handbook operator in | 
the St. Louis County area. 

Their names Were sandwiched in | 
between such personages as Eddie | 
Cantor, George Raft, Frankie 
Sinatra, “Slapsie Maxie” Rosen- 
bloom, Writer Ben Hecht, and 
numerous prominent motion pic- 
ture directors and producers. 
Nation-Wide Alliances. 

The nation-wide scope of under- 
world alliances, often discounted 
by the uninitiated, was aptly illus- 
trated in Cohen’s records, which 
listed persons interested in crime 
in most cities ranging from San 
Francisco to New York and from 
Chicago to New Orleans. 

The unlisted telephone num- 
ber and name of Charles Binag- 
gio, North Side Italian factional 
leader in Kansas City and rep- 
resentative there of the Chi- 
cago-Capone racing Wire serv- 
ice, was found, along with that 
of his chief lieutenant, Morris 
(Snag) Klein, who is out on an 
appeal bond from a conviction 
last year on a vote fraud charge 
which was a part of the famous 
ballot box theft case in Kansas 
City in 1947. 

In Chicago, night clubs and 
restaurants owned, controlled or 
frequented by prominent mem- 
bers of the Chicago-Capone syn- 
dicate were interspersed in the 
listing with names and tele- 
Phone numbers or addresses of 
Florida gamblers or “hot spots” 
in the resort cities. 


Greenberg has had a long and 


varied career in St. Louis. In 1927 | 


he shot and killed Frank Sel- 
vaggi, a Cuckoo gangster, when 
the latter attempted to shake him 
down. Greenberg was operating 
a handbook at that time. Later 
Greenberg became a fight pro- 
moter with Lew Raymond and 
took part in a number of big 
fight promotions, including one of 
Joe Louis’s fights. 
Shot Cab Driver. 

In May i943, Greenberg shot 
and seriously wounded Wilbur 
Gray, a taxicab driver, in an alt- 
ercation in Greenberg’s tavern at 
2100 Olive street. Nothing came

man said. Dr. Geier had made 
two hurried trips here since the 
55-year-old Justice was stricken 
last Saturday while vacationing at 
nearby Ogunquit. 

Nevertheless, hospital authori- 
ties said they still regarded Rut- 
ledge’s condition as “very grave.” 
He lapsed into the coma’ yester- 
day when he suffered a cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Through the night, members of 
the judge’s family—his wife, two 
daughters, son and daughter-in- 
law—watched anxiously at his bed- 
side or rested in an adjacent room. 

Justice Rutledge, regarded as a 
“liberal” member of the nation’s 
highest court, entered the 22-bed 
hospital last Saturday. 

Mrs. Rutledge, Mary Lou and 
Jean Ann, and Neal and his wife 
have been at the hospital constant- 
ly since Justice Rutledge suffered 
a relapse Wednesday. His condi- 
tion had been reported improved 
eaflier that day.

This has been accompanied by a 
widely prevalent official attitude 
that the crisis is American as 
well as British, and that too much 
is at stake to let the British lead- 
ers return home with a feeling of 
having been let down.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Sept! 3 
(AP)—Pope Pius XII appealed to 
the 20,000,000 Catholics in Commu- 
nist-governed Poland today to de- 
fend the church with all their 
might. 


The Pope said Poland did not 
regain its freedom with the end 
of the war. Instead, he declared, 
“the practice of religious life has 
been made ever more difficult.” 

The Pope addressed a letter to 
Polish bishops urging bold action 
and condemning violations of re- 
ligious rights by the Polish state. 
The letter was sent Thursday on 
the tenth anniversary of the Ger- 
man invasion of Poland which 
touched off World War Ik, It was 
published today in L’Osservatore 
Romano, the Vatican newspaper. 

Poland, which is more than 90 
per cent Catholic, has been spared 
many of the harsher Communist 
blows dealt against the church in 
other iron curtain countries. The 
Pope’s letter gave rise to specula- 
tion that Polish Communists may 
be readying a new move against 
the church there. 

Resistance Commended. 

Pope Pius praised Polish priests 
for their “firm resistance” in the 
four years since the war. He said 
their “unvanquished charity to- 
ward God and country has been 
in no way lessened ors ex- 
tinguished.” 

The Pope said the resistance of 
Polish Catholics is proved “by 
those who fell in the fight for 
Christ; it is witnessed by the ex- 
pulsion of not a few bishops from 
their sees and by the many priests 
thrown in prison.” 

Listing recent blows against the 
Church in Poland, the Pope said 
“virtually all Catholic associations 
have been suppressed, religious 
teaching in the schools has been 
impeded, the free growth of re- 
ligious or clerical institutes has 
been forbidden .. .” 

He added: “The Catholic re- 
ligion has been made the object 
of incriminations and of con- 
temptuous treatment, its writings 
have been increasingly obstructed 
by censorship, religious assistance 
to prisoners and to the sick in 
jail has been denied. 

“The exchange of correspond- 
ence between the apostolic sees 
and the bishops and Polish faith- 
ful has been made impossible. Fi- 
nally, the practice of religious life 
has been made ever more diffi- 
cult.” 


Warns Against Fear. 

“However,” advised the Pope, 
“no fear must disturb the spirit. 
It is necessary that Poland is 
brought ever closer to Jesus 
Christ and the Church. 

“This is the merit and the sign 
of nobility of the Polish: To act 
strenuously, to suffer strongly, to 
hope invincibly to reach the high 
goals.” 

The Pope said that “all must 
be done to aid the refugees, the 
exiles from their homelands and 
the prisoners who suffered outside 
the confines of Poland.” 

The Pope’s letter, written in 
Latin, was addressed to Cardinal 
Adam Stefan Sapieha, Archbishop 
of Krakow, and to all the Arch- 
bishops and bishops of Poland. 
The Pope now is at his summer 
residence here.

He was admitted 
to the hospital Aug. 24 and his 
death brings to 10 the number of 
poliomyelitis deaths .reported by 
the hospital since June 1. 

Of the three new patients ad- 
mitted to St. Mary’s Hospital, one 
was Henry Isaak Jr., 4 years old, 
of Carlyle, Ill, wnose father died 
of the disease last Monday at the 
hospital.

A 
friendly poljce chief released him 
before the officers arrived despite 
explicit instructions to hold him 
for the California charges The 
police chief later quit under fire: 
After many delays, Giardano 
was returned to California, and 
in his first trial on the robbery 
charge the jury could not agree. 
He was again tried and convicted 
and Sentenced to five years in 
prison. A higher court remanded 
the case for retrial. The third 
trial again resulted in a hung 
jury and the California state au- 
thorities abandoned prosecution. 
A federal charge of interstate 
transportation of Stolen  fire-

The Los Angeles members of the 
Unione, commonly known as the 
Mafia, went into hiding when Co- 
hen was f&ttacked and Herbert 
killed. In the last few days they 
have begun to come out of- hiding 
and police hope to learn some- 
thing of value.

Cohen was known to have want- 
ed to take charge of the race 
wires running into California. The 
wires are now called “hot wires” 
because the information is boot- 
legged in from Las Vegas, Nev., 
where the wire service from ‘Chi- 
cago and the East ends because 
of an order last year of the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission 
following a blast by the California 
Crime Commission that received 
widespread publicity. 


However, the syndicate does 
not brook interference with its 
operations. Hoodlums are as- 
signed as “trouble shooters” all 
along the wire service territory, 
and any difficulty that arises in 
their area is supposed to be 
taken care of with dispatch. In 
the St. Louis area, hoodlums 
from Herrin, IL, and St. Louis 
have the jobs as “trouble-shoot- 
ers” from Vincennes, Ind., to 
Kansas City. Warnings usually 
suffice to anyone getting out of 
line, if not a “pistol-whipping,” 
and as last resort, a shooting.

Series of Syndicate Murders. 


Strangely enough, the outstand- 
ing gang murders in the last four 
years all have a “syndicate touch” 
to them. James Ragen, Chicago 
and Cleveland racing wire czar, 
was killed in Chicago in 1946, and 
eventually his Continental Press, 
nation-wide wire service, was 
taken over by the syndicate, which 
had coveted it for years. 
Benjamin (Bugsy) Siegel, New 
York hoodlum, was shot to death 
in the. Beverly Hills home of his 
Broad¥ay and Hollywood play- 
girl friend, Virginia Hill, in 1947, 
when he was head of the West 
Coast operations of the wire serv- 
ice. Siegel, ostensibly a friend of 
Cohen, incurred the displeasure of 
the syridicate when he induced 
the leaders in the group to invest 
in the $8,000,000 Flamingo Club in 
Las Vegas, since reorganized and 
under new ownership. 


The club was a losing proposi- 
tion and the syndicate investors 
lost their money and on top of it 
found out that Siegel had been 
making a few hundred thousand 
dollars for himself on building and

Transcriptions are Vague. 

The recordings and transcrip- 
tions taken of the talks of Cohen 
and his henchmen and family— 
taken over the period from April, 
1947, to March, 1948, allude hazily 
to such matters “an $8,000,000 
proposition” in Las Vegas, book- 
making ventures involving Holly- 
wood actors as “steerers,” and 
many long distance calls to New 
York, Cleveland, Florida, Chicago, 
and other eastern cities. Costello 
was mentioned many times. 

There was also discussion about 
the murder of Siegel. Just a few 
days before that killing there 
were calls from Cohen’s house to 
San Francisco and Oakland in 
which mention was made of ‘a 
$5000 “payoff” and comments that 
“a certain party must follow in- 
structions or else.” 

The trouble with the recordings 
and transcriptions is that.they are 
inconclusive. They do not show 
whom Cohen was calling or who 
was talking on the other end of 
the wire. Then too, the conversa- 
tions were often interrupted by 
the blaring of the radio in the 
Cohen home, where it usually 
went full-blast. 

Cohen was so‘ harassed by the 
police in December 1947 that one 
of the topics of conversations 
around his house with his hench- 
men was about buying an island 
and, operating a betting commis- 
sioner’s establishment. The island 
was not identified and the idea 
apparently died in wishful think- 
ing. 

In discussing the Flamingo Club 
at Las Vegas, the observation was 
made by Cohen that Flamingo and 
the Last Frontier Club were 


“just too good for that part of the 
country.” 
5 “We Need a Shotgun.” 
During the same month an im- 
portant figure named “Red” came 
here from Miami and stayed at the 
Ambassador Hotel. Shortly after- 
wards Cohen called someone and 
said: “Come on out; we need a 
shotgun in the outfit.” 


Cohen and his lieutenants talked 
about the police department and 


complained that “they couldn't get 
around certain members.” 

On Nov, 26, a conversation was 
recorded about the Los Angeles 
police department to the effect 
that “they take things on the side 
because they don’t make enough 
to like on.

On Nov. 15, 1947 a conversation 
was recorded in which Herbert said 
to Cohen: “I’m gétting out of 
this, I t to live to be a grand- 
father.” The recording went on 
to indicate that Herbert had- a 
legitimate business in New York 
but wanted to come to Los An- 
geles to invest $50,000 in setting 
ves a business “but the cops won't 
et me.” 


A little later a character named 
“Nick” told Mickey Cohen that 
“Poochie was coming to Los An- 
geles. Poochie always carried a 
small sawed-off shotgun wherever 
he went.” Then it was recorded 
that “High Pockets” Farrinacci 
was coming to Los Angeles to buy 
a liquor store on Figueroa street. 
“A Bug in This House.” 

Oct. 28, 1947, Cohen came 
home in an ‘evil humor. He 
“screamed” at Herbert that “there 


is a bug in this house and [ know 


'vice. Finally they decided it must 
|be in the chimney and they took 
turns looking up and examining 
'the chimney without success. (The 
| recording device had been placed 
| behind a casement when the 
|house was built.) Later it wads 
recorded how Cohen hired tech- 
‘nicians to check for “the bug” 
‘but they couldn’t find it, either. 

At one point the Cohen mob 
talked about a “Louie” and in the 
words of the transcription, “low- 
rated him.” It was recorded that 
someone asked if “Curry was 
there,” and another Cohen man 
replied, “He went back East.” 
Curry is believed to be Francis 
Curry, Joliet racketeer. 

On another occasion a man 
named “Brooks” was said by Co- 
hen to be $24,000 “short.” It de- 
veloped that Cohen hadn’t seen 
Brooks for 14 years until about 
‘that time and had gone into some 
gambling venture with him. 

The recordings told of dinners 
for visitors from Evansville, Ind., 
Chicago, Cleveland and Spring- 
field, Ill, on July 18, 1947, Mrs. 
Clara Greenberg from St. Louis 
visited the Cohens. She “was look- 
ing for a guy,” presumably some 
one who had skipped bond. 

Bones Renner’s Troubles. 


Later the recording related how 
someone, it was not told who, 
“had it in for Bones Renner.” 
Renner is a San Francisco gam- 
bler. Conversations were recorded 
about “Pete’s ranch near Tucson.” 
Pete Licovoli, former St. Louisan, 
leader of an Italian gang working 
in Cleveland and Toledo, was de- 
scribed by the police here as a 
friend of Cohen. Licovoli has an 
extensive ranch near Tucson, Ariz. 

Considerable derision, tempered 
with awe, was recorded in the 
Cohen mobsmen’s discussion of 
one “Nick.” This Nick wore 50- 
cent ties and cheap suits, “but 
would gamble for anything at 
high = stakes.” They seemed 
amazed at the amounts Nick 
would plunge for in gambling. 

The hundreds of pages of tran- 
»scriptions of the recordings pro- 
vide an interesting insight into 
Cohen’s home life. He usually 
got up between 12 and 2 p.m., 
made some calls after leisurely 
dressing in his $200 suits (which 
he never had cleaned, only pressed 
a few times and then they were 
given away) and then the day 
would begin with dinner. He 
would go to the office—the Hol- 
lywood haberdashery — and then 
come home between 2 and 4 in the 
morning. 

More Secretive Toward End. 

The transcriptions show that in 

the early stages, Cohen and his 
friends talked about intimate 
things in gang circles more freely. 
Toward the end of the series of 
recordings, Cohen would take calls 
in his room where he couldn’t be 
heard, or take visitors to the gar- 
den or another room in the house. 
Then only tag ends and bits of 
conversations would be recorded 
as Cohen and his visitors, who 
usually came late at night, would 
stroll into the living room. 
This would indicate that Cohen, 
who asserts he knew for a year 
that his house was wired, at least 
suspected it and was being extra 
careful, even though he and his 
technicians could not find the 
“bug.” Sometimes it was appar- 
ent the radio was turned up loud 
so a conversation could be held in 
undertones which could never be 
recorded even on the most sensi- 
tive of machines. 

Regarding the recordings, H. 
Leo Stanley, chief investigator for 
District Attorney William E. Simp- 
son, said it was doubtful if they 
would be of any real value in 
themselves.

CAUSE OF DEATHS | 
OF CHILDREN IN ’48 


Accidents were the leading 
cause of children’s deaths in St. 
Louis in 1948, it was pointed out 
yesterday in a report by Dr, J. 
Earl Smith, health commissioner. 
Of 128 between the ages of 1 and 
14 who died in the city last year, 
a total of 27, or more than 21 per 
cent, died as a result of accidents. 

More deaths were caused by ac- 
cidents in the. 1-to-14 age group 
than by all infectious and para- 
sitic diseases, including poliomye- 
litis, tuberculosis, diphtheria and 
whooping cough. Among other 
major causes of deaths in the age 
range, Dr. Smith said, were non- 
infectious diseases, congenital ab- 
normalities, organic ailments and 
post-operational illnesses. 

Traffic accidents accounted for 
more deaths of children than any 
other type of accident. Burns, 
which are especially dangerous to 
young children, came second, with 
accidental poisoning, falls, drown- 
ing and accidentally discharged 
firearms causing the remainder of 
the fatalities. 

Dr. Smith stressed the role of 
accidents as an outstanding cause 
of disabling and permanent in- 
jury and urged all possible pre- 
ventive measures. Parents, he 
said, should take special care to 
instruct their children in safety, 
should remove hazards from their 
homes and, as far as possible, per- 
mit play only in areas removed 
from traffic and other dangers.

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With the proceeds of a $15,000,- 
000 utility bond issue, the city ac- 
quired the streetcar system from 
a private power company in 1919. 
A surface system, it uses only 
electrified trackless trolleys sup- 
plemented by diesel and gasoline 
motor coaches. 

“Operation by the city was con- 
siderably less than a success,” the 
Seattle correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch declared. “By 1939 the 
old streetcar system virtually had 
rattled apart and staggered under 
a cumulative loss of $6,747,000. 

“To meet the crisis, the tity ob- 
tained a $10,700,000 loan from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to rehabilitate and modernize 
the system. As a consideration of 
the loan, the RFC demanded the 
system ‘be kept out of politics’—at 
least until the loan was repaid. It 
was recognized that ‘City Hall pol- 
itics’ in a measure was responsible 
for failure of the system to oper- 
ate profitably.” 

Unpaid Transit Board. 

Three citizens currently serve 
without pay as a transportation 
commission. Through a $12,500-a- 
year superintendent, they operate 
the system independently of elect- 
ed city officials. It is likely the 
system will revert to control by 
city officials when the debt is re- 
paid in 1952, the correspondent ad- 
vised. 

The present fare of 12 cents a 
ride was adopted in June. It fol- 
lowed a 10-cent straight fare es- 
tablished in June 1947. Until then 
the fare had been three rides for 
25 cents. 

The company carries about 107,- 
000,000 passengers a year with few 
“gripes” from the public and last 
year realized an operating profit 
of $61,000 on a gross business of 
$9,712,000. 

Fare Increases in Detroit. 
The City of Detroit has been in 
the public transportation business 
since 1922 when it bought out the 
Detroit United Railways. 

Within four years, the fare was 
increased from 5 cents to 6 cents, 
nine tickets for 50 cents, with a 
one-cent additional charge for 
transfers. The city later took over 
a private bus system on which it 
continued the fare of 10 cents then 
in force. 

In January, 1946, a straight 10- 
cent fare without charge for 
transfers was instituted on the 
entire system as a result of rising 
costs and falling revenues. When 
the conditions persisted, a 13-cent 
fare, four tickets for 50 cents, was 
ordered. That is the fare today, 
with the company facing a de- 
mand for a pay increase from its 
operating union, whose contract 
expired last April. 


‘Host of Detractors.’ 


| A three-man commission, with- 
out salary, is the governing body 
of the system. Operation is by a 
general manager who, like the 
commissioners, serves at the whim 
of changing mayors. The present 
mayor, who named an entire com- 
mission, has had two members 
resign and lost the third by death. 
“Department of Street Railway 
service has a host of detractors, 
a few proponents,” the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent in Detroit ad- 
vises. “Even the greatest pro- 
ponents of our present system ad- 
mit it is difficult to operate a 
rapid transit system when there 
is no continuity of management.” 
He reports the system has been 
in such bad shape financially that 
it has been forced to defer recent

Competing Private, City Lines 
| In San Francisco Until 1944 


NTIL five years ago the people of San Francisco, who rode 
busses and streetcars, could make a daily comparison of private 
and municipal ownership of public transportation, because the 


Since a merger in 1944, however, the city has been operating 
both systems,in an integrated line. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent in San Francisco said: “No 
one denies that service has been improved. Generally, people 
Motor coaches and trackless trolleys 
produce too many starts and jerks and, in the case of motor 


transit business with a private 


In the 12 preceding years, the 
private company had bought no 
more than 300 new vehicles. The 
municipal system has purchased 
800 streamlined streetcars, track- 
less trolleys or busses since 1942 
in a sweeping modernization pro- 
gram which is rapidly substituting 
busses or trackless trolleys on all 
but a few main lines, extending 
service into new suburban areas 
and instituting express service at 
premium fares, 


While doing this, the original 
bonded indebtedness has been cut 
to $3,600,000 in mortgage revenue 
bonds and $3,142,000 in equipment 
trust certificates, all of which are 
due to be paid in another three 
years. 

Neglect By Private Company. 


“It is pretty generally agreed 
that the private company neg- 
lected maintenance of rolling 
stock, shop equipment and build- 
ings to a considerable degree in 
the last years of its tenure in 
order to pay dividends,” writes 
the Cleveland correspondent. 

“The constant raiding of the 
maintenance and _ depreciation 
fund for this purpose was a source 
of great friction between the com- 
pany and the city council in the 
years prior to 1942. The result 
was a heavy load of deferred 
maintenance to be met when the 
city took over.” 

When municipal. operation be- 
gan, the fare structure was 10 
cents cash or six tickets for 50 
cents; $1.25 weekly pass; 50-cent 
school pass; 25-cent Sunday pass 
and children under 12 years, five 
for 10 cents. Bus fare was 10 
cents straight. 

This schedule lasted until De- 
cember, 1947, when the weekly 
pass went to $1.50 and the Sunday 
pass to 30 cents. In June, 1948, 
cash fare was raised to 12 cents, 
three tickets for 35 cents, the 
weekly pass to $1.80, Sunday pass 
to 35 cents, school pass to 60 
cents and children’s tickets to 
five for 12 cents. 

Pay and Fare Boost. 

Last month, following an arbi- 
trator’s award of an additional 
nine cents an hour to. operators, 
the fare became 13 cents or four 
tickets for 50 cents. The school 
pass was reduced to 50 cents and 
restricted to use only on school 
days between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
Children’s tickets went to six for 
25 cents. Limited and express bus 
fare is 15 and 18 cents respectively. 

Cleveland is currently busy try- 

ing to meet RFC terms for a 
$22,200,000 loan of which $20,000,- 
000 would go for preparation of a 
13-mile rapid transit right of way 
and for rolling stock, and the re- 
mainder for modernization of 
buildings. 
A charter amendment increas- 
ing the membership of the transit 
board from three to five and giv- 
ing the board most of the powers 
over transit affairs now held by 
the city council goes to the voters 
in the Oct. 4 municipal primary. 

Most observers report that op- 
erators of the transit system are 
more constantly subject to public 
reaction and more sensitive to it 
under public than under private 
ownership. 

3-Prong Chicago System. 

Public transportation in Chicago 
had been a history of franchise 
scandals and bankruptcies since 
the turn of the century until the 
Chicago Transit Authority took 
over the surface lines, subway and 
elevated in 1947 from a federal 
receiver. 

A seven-man board, three of 
whom are appointed by the mayor 
and four by the governor, the 
authority has charge of the trans- 
portation of about 2,750,000 riders 
daily. Its nearest competitor, the 
privately owned Chicago Motor 
Coach Co., carries about 300,000 
daily. Members of the authority 
are paid $15,000 annually, the 
chairman $35,000. 

Of the 1621 “L” cars taken over 
by CTA, 456 were 23 to 37 years 
old, the rest were 38 to 54. CTA 
has ordered 130 new cars to be 
delivered next year. It also has 
purchased 600 new streetcars and 
1110 new busses and trolley busses. 
Of 1431 miles of surface routes, 
640 now have all new equipment. 

Under receivership, surface 
fares went from 7 to 8 cents in 
1942, to 9 cents in April, 1947, to 
10 cents in October, 1947 (when 
CTA took over), to 11 cents in 
May, 1948, and to 13 cents the next 
month. 

Wage Demand Pending. 

“L” fares rose from 10 to 12 
cents in 1946, to 13 in May, 1948, 
and to 15 in June, 1948. Chicago 
Motor Coach’ fares had their first 
rise in 28 years when they went 
from 10 to 13 cents in September, 
1948. 

Although CTA made a net profit 
of $116,000 in 1948, it has: suffered 
a loss of $657,000 in the first six 
months of this year and an arbi- 
tration board has added to its 
costs by awarding higher pensions, 
A demand by operators for a 15- 
cent-an-hour increase is now in 
arbitration. 

Riders generally appear happy 
with the present operation of the 
lines but seem dubious over how 
long the improvements will last, 
a Chicago correspondent asserts. 

New York Public Ownership. 

Three-fourths of the New York 
City’s transit is publicly owned 
and operated by a board of trans- 
portation,, a semi-autonomous 
body, whose three members are 
appointed by the mayor. Since the 
city meets the board’s money obli- 


gation, any fare increase must 
have the approval of the mayor. 

The board owns and operates 
three subway systems operating in 
all five boroughs except Staten 
Island and it owns and operates 
all surface transportation in 
Staten Island and Brooklyn. It 
carries about 8,500,000 passengers 
daily. Twelve private bus com- 
panies operate in the city, carry- 
ing an estimated 2,350,000 riders 
daily. Three private commuters’ 
railroads carried 63,380,000 with- 
in the city limits in 1948. 

Two of the subway systems were 
taken over in 1940 when the 
private operators were about to 
become bankrupt. The § third 
underground system, owned and 
operated by the board from the 
beginning, started operating in 
1942, A, 

Finally a Fare Boost. 

From at icas. 1885 u July 1, 
1948, all fares, both public and 
private, had been five cents. The 
only exceptions were the commut- 
ers’ railroads and the Fifth 
Avenue Coach Co. which charged 
10 cents because of its scenic 
route, long average rides and 
guaranteed seat. The last factor 
vanished during the war but the 
fare remained at 10 cents. 

On July 1, 1948, under pressure 
of deficits incurred by the board 
and by private lines, plus union 
demands on both types, the city 
put through a 10-cent fare on sub- 
ways and 7 cents on the board’s 
surface lines. The board also 
agreed the private lines could 
charge up to 7 cents with Public 
Service Commission approval. 

The Fifth Avenue Coach fare 
now is 12 cents. The other major 
private operators have obtained 
Public Service Commission ap- 
proval for an 8-cent fare, but only 
one has been able to put it into 
effect over the city’s opposition, 
That one is operating under a 
federal bankruptcy trustee. The 
combined bus-subway transfer 
fare is 12 cents, with seven cents 
going to the board and five cents 
to private bus companies. 

Fiscal Situation. 

For the year ending July 1, 1948, 
when the fare rise went into ef- 
fect, the board showed an overall 
loss of $31,000,000. In the follow- 
ing six months, the fare rise en- 
abled it to show an $11,000,000 
operating profit but it still had 
an overall loss of $7,000,000, as 
$18,000,000 was required to refund 
debt incurred in taking over the 
two subway lines and building a 
third. The board showed a net 
operating loss on its surface tran- 
sit even after the fare rise, as did 
virtually all private bus lines. 

“There is no question that the 
board, in taking over the facilities 
it now operates, has improved 
their service,” says the Post- 
Dispatch New York correspondent. 
“This was the primary reason for 
public acquisition of the proper- 
ties in the first place,” he added. 
“The financial situation of the pri- 
vate companies was such that the 
city and board felt they shduld 
step in to assure maintenance of 
service,” he said. 

Boston’s Problem. 

The Metropolitan Transit Au- 
thority of Boston was created by 
the State of Massachusetts in 
1947 to take over the bus-elevated- 
subway system of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Co. which had 
been running a deficit for many 
years. 

Despite various plans and pro- 
jects, the deficits continued to 
run into the millions. An increase 
in fares was considered but it 
touched off such political fire- 
works that for a time both parties 
insisted the 10-cent fare would re- 
main unchanged, as it had since 
the mid-1920s. 

In the 1948 gubernatorial cam- 
paign, the incumbent Governor 
Robert Bradford, a Republican, 
Was accused by the Democrats of 
planning a fare rise. He denied 
the charge but shortly after his 
defeat and the election of Paul 
A. Dever, a Democrat, the M.T.A. 
asked for a fare increase. Al- 
though the request was pushed 
aside at the time, it was granted 
seven months later over the angry 
protests of the politicians but with 
little grumbling from the riders. 

Zone Fares in Boston. 

The fare now is @ 5-10-15-20 cent 
zone fare. Short rides on a bus 
or streetcar cost the rider 5 cents. 
However, when the bus or street- 
car enters an elevated station or 
stops at a subway station, the 
rider must pay ten cents. For 
this faré, he may ride any place 
in the subway-elevated system 
which covers downtown Boston 
and goes into several surrounding 
cities, 

On emerging from the subway 
or elevated, he must pay another 
5 cents if he wishes to take an- 
other bus or streetcar. 

“For the majority, 15 cents (a: 
5-cent increase) covers most 
journeys,” writes the Boston cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch, 

“The character of the service 
has changed little over the years. 
No change occurred when the 
state took over, and no change 
has yet been noted under the 


new fare schedule which took 
Place in August.” 

The second annual report of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
for the year ending last Dec. 31, 
shows a loss from operations in 
that year of $9,125,754 as com- 
pared with a loss of $4,645,889 for 
1947

From 1913 to 1944, the City of.

$7,500,000, to give the city for the 
first time a unified, universal- 
transfer transportation system. 
“If we are to compare opera- 
tion of the Market Street Railway 
lines under the private ownership 
with the operation since the city 
took over, we would have a strong 
case for public ownership,” the 
San Francisco correspondent 
writes. 
“The private line had been fall- 
ing apart since 1933. It refused 
to plow any of its profits back 
into the system, made no line ex- 
tensions: and bought no new 
equipment. In 1947 the people 
voted $20,000,000 to modernize the 
unified railway system, chiefly 
through replacement of streetcar 
lines with trackless trolleys and 
motor coaches and removal of 
abandoned streetcar tracks.

Nickel Fare Boosted 

Market Street Railway main- 
tained a 5-cent fare until 1939 
when it went to 7 cents. The Mu- 
nicipal Railway kept a nickel fare 
until the consolidation in 1944 
when a 7-cent fare was established 
throughout the system. As post- 
war revenues decreased and Op- 
erating costs continued to rise, 
fares were raised to three tokens 
for 25 cents and then, last Janu- 
ary, to 10 cents straight.

The def- 
icit was met by dipping into city 
tax funds and it is believed the

Objection to Busses 

“No one denies that servige has 
been improved,” the Post-Dispatch 
corresponderft states, “but gener- 
ally people seem to prefer street- 
cars. Neither motor coaches nor 
trackless trolleys seem well fitted 
to San Francisco’s hilly topog- 
raphy. They produce too many 
starts and jerks and, in the case 
of the motor coaches, too much 
smell.”

Ownership in Springfield 

Springfield, Mo., a city of more 
than 70,000 population, acquired 
the city-wide bus system and other 
properties of the former Spring- 
field Gas and Electric Co in 
March, 1945. City utilities, includ- 
ing the transportation system, are 
operated by a board appointed by 
the utilities commissioner with 
the approval of the city council. 

The 5-cent bus fare in effect un- 
der private ownership was re- 
tained by the city until last Jan- 
uary when the fare became 10 
cents or three tokens for a quar- 
ter with children under 22 years 
paying 5 cents. 

The rise, made necessay by de- 
clining busines# was received 
with considerable protest on the 
part of the public. “A fair por- 
tion of the public realizes the fare 
is low compared with that of 
other cities,” the Springfield cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch 
notes, “but there is still much ad- 
verse feeling which indirectly in- 
fluenced the unfavorable vote on 
a recently proposed revenue bond 
issue for the construction of a 
new generating plant.” 

Comparative figures for June 
of this year and the same month 
in 1948 show a rise of $8,452 in 
revenue but a 26.7 per cent de- 
crease in passengers carried. 

“There is considerable argu- 
ment as to the quality of service 
under municipal ownership,” the 
correspondent says. “One indis- 
putable improvement was the pur- 
chase of an entire new fleet of 
busses since city acquisition. 
There have been numerous route 
changes and some _ extensions. 
The board contends these things 
have improved the service. Some 
members of the public, perhaps 
those personally inconvenienced 
by the changes, still complain.” 

At the present time, the city is 
faced with a wage rise demand 
from its bus drivers. The union 
is asking for a five-day week and 
$1.50 an hour. They are currently 


paid $1.03 an hour for a 57-hour 
week. *

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What Does President’s Military Aide Do? 
—Gen. Vaughan Collects Deep Freezers,

Senate Inquiry Discloses De- 
vious Deals Involving an 
Expansive St. Louisan, Per- 
fume, Lumber, Gold.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 

ILITARY aide to the President of the 
IY ciiea States is a rather imposing 

title. The office of military aide is as 
old as the office of President. It dates 
back to the Constitution which made the 
President Commander-in-Chief of the Armed 
Forces. 

Which brings us down to Harry Truman, 
President, and Harry Vaughan, military 
aide. The office of military aide for gen- 
erations was wrapped in obscurity. Harry 
Vaughan should go down in history for at 
least one thing—he brought the office out 
of obscurity into the limelight. : 

What, precisely, are the duties of a mili- 
tary aide to the President? 

Well, they are almost anything, every- 
thing, but military. That has been made 
plain by Maj. Gen. H. H. Vaughan, a St, 
Louisan who became military aide by rea- 
son of his World War I comradeship with 
Artillery Captain Harry Truman. Truman 
said Thursday he intends to keep Vaughan 
as his military aide. 

The duties of a military aide, as inter- 
preted and expanded by the expansive 
Vaughan, have to do with racetracks and 
gamblers, with lumber for betting pavil- 
jons as opposed to lumber for veterans’ 
houses, with grain for distillers as op- 
posed to grain to ease the meat shortages, 
and with con men, convicts—and even 
philanthropists and patriots. On occasion 
the military aide finds himself under in- 
vestigation by the FBI, but the Depart- 
ment of Justice never pins a thing on 
him. 

If all this sounds fantastic, it must be 
because Harry Vaughan is one of the most 
fantastic characters who ever wielded in- 
fluence and pressure from the ramparts of 
the White House. Vaughan, who bought 
ties for the Chicago and Milwaukee Rail- 
road before he went into politics with Presi- 
dent. Truman and rode on Truman’s coat- 
tails “into the White Howse, is at heart 
still a purchasing agent—and a salesman, 
too. He never forgets a friend. He is a 
creat man for what he caffs ‘contacts.’ He 
will see anybody—with the right ‘‘contacts,” 
of course—and mix into any matter, 
ever remotely removed from his office as 
military aide.

Gifted with ruth- 
less intelligence and enterprise, he persuad- 
ed provincial gang leaders that they could 
prosper more if they killed less—killing 
simply for the sake of killing does not ap- 
peal to him, although he is capable of en- 
forcing strict discipline. 

Born in Sicily, Costello, alias Castiglia, 
alias Saverio, is reputed to head the Mafia 
in this country. He grew up in New York’s 
slums and served one prison term as a 
youth. Now he is a power in Tammany 
politics and controls district leaders and 
judges.

Proposals now being framed call for a grad- 
ual process. Finally, the economic unit that 
would result from merger is a necessarily 
exclusive organization—but one leading pre- 
sumably to an ultimate “One World” econ- 
omy. 

As now contemplated, economic merger 
would mean the adoption of one currency 
—the American dollar — as legal tender 
for the United Kingdom, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand (as a starting 
group). That would, of course, end the 
sterling area as it now operates. 

Central reserves to back the international 
dollar would be established in Washington 
and would be administered by the United 
States, the United Kingdom and the other 
members of the economic unit, with the 
measure of control exercised by the various 
partners weighted in proportion to their 
shares of the reserves and in accordance 
with other valid criteria.

New World needs relatively little from the 
old. Even the wares of dependent over- 
seas territories (less politely called colonial 
products) are being dispensed with in the 
United States. Synthetic rubber production 
and consumption in America since the war 
is having a disastrous impact on British 
Malaya, for example. In the last decade 
American production has increased by two 
thirds, while infports have mounted by only 
> per cent.

Yet, for its own economic good, America 
needs healthy world trade and as official 
policy seeks foreign markets for its surplus 
production. But unless it puts dollars out 
l by buying goods and services abroad, by in- 
vesting, by lending or by giving them away, 
there can be no trade. The effect of the 
dollar shortage in the years since the war 
on other countries needs no retelling. 
World business measured in terms of the 
‘balance of payments saw the rest of the 
worldwith a deficit to the United States 
last. year of some $6,300,000,000. The 
European share of that total deficit added 
up to about $3,600,000.000. This year 
things look worse. Great Britain alone had 
a deficit in its balance of trade with the 
rest of the world last year of about $1,146,- 
000,000. This year the British gap is run- 
ning at the annual rate of $2,400,000,000, 


In sum, Europe, and especially Great 
Britain, requires for survival a new basis 
for doing business with the United States, 
The United States, to maintain full em- 
ployment and increase its own living 
standards, needs to trade with the rest of 
the world. To many statesmen who have 
wrestled hard with that problem since the 
war, merger is the only answer. 

That is the economic background that 
renders merger so compulsory for its advo- 
cates. But the political motives for eco- 
nomic merger of the dollar and sterling 
areas are, as far as the United States is 
concerned, even more compelling. 


Logic of Economic Merger 
Argued For Peace—Or War. 


There are two basic assumptions that can 
be made, with varying realism, about the 
world’s political prospects. One is that the 
Western World is not in danger of immi- 
nent war, Assuming peace, Western policy 
is directed toward improving the economic 
lot of Western peoples and to maintaining 
peace and attracting allies through pros- 


a desire to achieve greatness through unity |

perity. 

It is almost national faith in America, 
velopment, that prosperity can best be 
achieved within a large union. A one-world 
economy would have the best chance of 
becoming lastingly prosperous, it is argued. 
The effect of many economies and many 
currency areas of unequal capacities is pain- 
fully obvious today. Merger supporters 
maintain that any union must begin slowly 
and surely if it is to succeed. The union 


with the best prospects, they believe, is 
that of the English-speaking world whose 
traditions, way of life and aims are most 
nearly identical. Merger in any case is to 


be no easy out; it brings heavy costs to the 
participants but also great hope. 

The other basic assumption about the 
world’s political prospects involves the pos- 
sibility of war rather than peace for the 
Western world. It was the fear of war 
waged against the West by the Soviet Union 
that gave birth to the North Aflantie alli- 
ance. Whether or not war is considered as 
an inevitable prospect, the maintenance of 
the status quo around the globe, the con- 
tainment of Communism within its present 
limits is basic to Western policy. 


[Giving Atlantic Alliance 
Policies a Firm Foundation. 


In that policy a heavy burden falls te 
the far-flung British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. A high American official recently de- 
fined the first job of American foreign polite 
ical and economic policy today as the sup-

That special policy and the value of the 
North Atlantic alliance are fast becoming 
bankrupt as a result of the dollar short- 
age. Therefore, the first step in the proce 
ess of giving them sound economic foun- 
dations, it is argued, is the proposed 
merger. 

There will be other “solutions” discussed 
at the Washington dollar-shortage confer- 


ence, Most of them will be more urgent 
steps, for merger is to take time—perhaps 
a generation to achieve. Most of them will 
involve immediate steps to shore up the 
London-administered reserves of the vast 
sterling area. 

Since the war Great Britain has per- 
formed a banking operation unequaled in 
world financial history. She has financed 
something like a third of the world’s total 
trade on reserves of rarely more than two 
billion dollars, At the moment those re 
serves have fallen to somewhere near 
$1,600,000,000. The trade between the dol- 
lar and the sterling arsas is tu,ce all the 
trade done between the United States and 
the rest of Western Europe. The United 
Kingdom has managed to pay for close to 
two-thirds of her dollar purchases with 
earnings from overseas sales. 

But the immediate measures to be dise 


cussed at Washington are no more than pale 


liatives. Manipulation of exchange rates, 
revaluation of gold, the stockpiling in Amer- 
ica of colonial products, export drives and 
siren songs for foreign investment by Amere 
ican interests do not change the fundamen-

In this connection, reports from authori- 
tative sources indicate that he has re- 
cently been having domestic difficulties.” 

Now let’s take a typical news reporter 
and sit him down at a typewriter to 
bat out a book review. Outwardly he’s 
the same man. Apart from his personal 
appearance, however, there is nothing 
about him that would in the least re- 
mind one of his alter ego. He is no 
longer stifled with inhibitions. He strikes 
out boldly. “The book,” he writes, “is 
flat and lifeless.” Not, one observes, re- 
putedly or apparently flat and lifeless. 
Not flat and lifeless according to sources 
close to the book itself. 

There’s no need to ask if you can de- 
tect any objectivity here. The shrinking 
violet who earlier tied himself into a 
mental knot in order to avoid expressing 
his opinion has now been wondrously 
metamorphosed into a stern sage who 
speaks his mind without hesitation. 

I think there must be nothing under 
the sun, not even alcohol, that is so 
potent a releasor of inhibitions as the 
mere act of writing a book review unless 
it is possibly the mere act of getting 
behind the steering wheel of an automo- 
bile. Which is*the more complacent, the 
auto driver or the book reviewer? 

As a means of eliminating smugness 
from book reviews, I, in my capacity of 
chairman of the Committee for Elim- 
inating Smugness from Book Reviews, 
which has just completed an exhaustive 
study of the subject, recommend that 
editors be guided by the following two 
principles: (1) Stipulate that all book 
reviews, like true confession stories, 
must be written in the first person sin- 
gular, and (2) publish no review that 
does not contain “in my opinion” and 
“it seems to me” at least once each. 

This method would, I believe, prove 
extremely useful in preventing the read- 
er from getting the impression that the 
things the book reviewers say about 
books are actually or necessarily true.

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Sour Note in Bass 


The bass fiddle player in a Harlem theater 
announced, “We now present the Dolly sisters!” 
These six momentous words led to.a jurisdic- 
tional row involving James Petrillo’s threat to 
silence New York orchestras. The dispute is as 
absurd as the occasion for it, but it does reveal 
the insecurity in the fickle field of entervain- 
ment. 

In the case of the bass fiddler, the actors’ 
union decided that when a musician speaks on 
a stage, he should pay actors’ union dues. The 
musicians’ union boss replied, “This has got to 
stop.” Certainly it ought to stop. When artists’ 
unions fight one another, they are ignoring their 
common problem of job security. 

Unemployment for entertainers is a theme with 
variations. In depressions, entertainment is 
often discarded as a luxury. Artists also face 
seasonal unemployment, especially in the sum- 
mer, and short-run unemployment as when plays 
fail. Above all, technological unemployment 
hovers over them like Banquo’s ghost. 

The arts have been invaded successively by 
records, films and radio, and today television 
compounds the confusion. Each advance of the 
machine creates more jobs than it destroys, but 
many of these are technical and not artistic. 
Also, there has been a tremendous disiocation of 
artists, and a concentration of artistic outlets 
in New York and Hollywood. 

Traditional forms of entertainment also have 
been weakened by excessive devotion to star- 
dom. Under the impact of competitive eco- 
nomics advanced by the machine, local orches- 
tras are giving way to big name recordings, and 
in 20 years New York’s legitimate theaters have 
been reduced by more than half. 

So insecurity and artistic tension are com- 
mon among entertainers. When Petrillo makes 
a nuisance of himself, his power is possible be- 
cause his musicians fear the future. And no 
doubt competition of the films explains some of 
the combativeness of the actors’ guild. 


For years, critics have pointed out that the 
neuroses of insecurity threaten the very qual- 
ity of writing and composition, acting and per- 
formance. The supply of artists is also in dan- 
ger. When the public prefers canned stardom, 
where will less popular artists and novices go 
for experience, trial or encouragement? Where, 
eventually, will the mass arts find more stars? 


_The fate of the arts is a national problem. 
Some European nations have tried to solve it by 
government subsidies for creative work. The 
United States once promoted drama, music and 
painting through the WPA. There are private 
measures, too. Petrillo raised a royalty fund 
from recording companies to sponsor live con- 
certs. Public corporations to accomplish similar 
purposes have been proposed. 

Somehow science must be controlled intelli- 
gently to extend communication of the arts, not 
to keep them in crisis. Petrillo’s threatened 
interdict signifies the vast uneasiness in the en- 
tertainment feld.. When an artist looks at the 
machine he wants to know who pays the fid- 


dler? 
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Spoilers’ Setback 

Four Democrats on the Missouri Committee 
on Legislative Research joined the Republican 
members and repelled an attempt to turn the 
committee’s own staff jobs into Democratic 
spoils. By doing so, they saved William R. Nel- 
son, the staff director, from being unjustly 
fired. 

The engineer of the attempted grab was Rep- 
resentative Shockley of Waynesville, who earlier 
suffered a similar defeat in his “‘meathound” 
bill to make the State Conservation Commission 
a patronage preserve. He had no complaint 
against Nelson except that he was a Republi- 
can. But House Speaker Roy Hamlin “said the 
director ought to be a Democrat,” and Shockley 
said ‘“‘Amen.” 

This committee has always been non-partisan, 
however, and four of its Democratic members 
balked. Throwing the committee into politics 
“just because the Democrats are in power will 
destroy the purpose for which it was created,” 
argued Representative Boyd of Paris. “We might 
as well abolish it,” Senator Gibson of Inde- 
pendence agreed. Senator Webbe of St. Louis 
announced his opposition, and Senator Allison 
of Rolla made the fourth. Cregit is also due to 
Senator Long of Bowling Green, Senate Majority 
Leader, for urging the committee to defeat the 
Shockley motion. 

By its verdict the committee has affirmed that 
the research and bill-drafting agency which 
serves the Legislature itself as an eye and ear 
is about the last place to tolerate spoilsmanship. 
The four Democrats were also defending their 
party’s good repute from the muddy hands of 
the Shockleys, the Hamlins—and the Forrest 
Smiths. 

The same cannot be said of Senator Kinney 
and Representative Columbo of St. Louis and 
three outstate Democrats who joined in the 
spoilers’ bid for control. 
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A Senator’s Double Standard 


The most popular Prohibition Era jibe at 
many a Congressman was that he voted dry 
but drank wet. The double standard, however, 
did not go out with the Volstead law. It is a 
hardy perennial on Capitol Hill. And nothing 
brings it out like the closing weeks of a ses- 
sion. Then some of the lawmakers shout their 
loudest for economy while, quietly, they plan 
between-session junkets. 

Such seems to be the case of Oklahoma's Sen- 
ator Thomas and some of his associates who 
handle military appropriations. Defe.ise Secre- 
tary Johnson has just told them he does not 
propose to lef them have a four-engined Air 
Force plane for a six-weeks’ tour of Europe and 
Asia. It costs $130 an hour to keep such a plane 
in the air, and the trip can be made more cheap- 
ly by regular commercial air lines. 

Senator Thomas—who can argue as avidly 
for economy as for cotton price supports when 
he is trading in cotton—is displeased. He threat- 
ens to put the military authorities on the con- 
gressional carpet. He grumbles about the 
flights of the President and the Vice President. 
But all that is only one more revelation of what 
an odd notion Elmer Thomas has of the sena- 
torial office. * 

The trouble is that he casts suspicion on every 
other person, whether a member of Congress 


. or not, who has made a trip in Government 


planes or at Government expense. Many of 
these trips have been well worth the cost, The 
Administration’s foreign policy commands as 
much support as it does because many Senators 
and Representatives have had an opportunity to 
study the European situation in person. 

Similar quests for information should not 
be discouraged. On the other hand, Congress- 
men should not be tempted with free vacations

as disguised rewards for favorable votes on ap- 
propriation bills. Nor should they drum up 
paper-thin excuses for pleasure trips. The test 
is the real purpose of a given tour. 

Secretary Johnson has shown a genuine regard 
for economy, so he need not worry very much 
about the rumblings and grumblings of the 
Senator from Oklahoma. 
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Probe Without honineibdn 

With all the microphones and Klieg lights 
reserved for the Vaughan hearings, another 
Washington investigation has been all but dead 
of inattention. It is the examination of the 
House Executive Expenditures Subcommittee 
into ship subsidies being granted by the Mari- 
time Commission. 

The law permits a 33 1-3 per cent Federal 
contribution to the cost of ships built in the 
United States. This is supposed to offset lower 
foreign ship-building costs. The Maritime Com- 
mission, however, has taken advantage of a de- 
fense clause to make. larger contributions; for 
example, 60 per cent in the case of the new 
$70,000,000 liner United States. 

Comptroller General Warren has charged that 
the commission has no evidence of cost differ- 
entials which warrant such largess. The State 
Department is disturbed by complaints from 
builders abroad that American subsidies are 
making it impossible to get business which would 
normally be theirs. Even a member of the 
Maritime Commission, former Representative 
McKeough of Illinois, has been scenting irregu- 
larities. He has criticized the commission’s de- 
parture from the law, and regrets his approval 
of a number of its contracts. 

The House subcommittee wants to know more. 
But about all that has come its way so far is a 
scolding by Commission Chairman Fleming. He 
accused the subcommittee of “browbeating.” Un- 
fortunately, suspicions about the way the com- 
mission hands out money began to accumulate 
even before Gen. Fleming became its chairman. 
Congress, for instance, has heard of ships be- 
ing sold back to the commission after years of 
profitable operation at prices higher than those 
originally received. 

lf the suspicions and the stories are unfound- 
ed, Chairman Fleming should be as eager as 
anybody else to have the investigators get the 
facts straight—if not now, then in the fall.

kor Missouri's Conscience 

Shocking as it is, the state’s neglect of its 
mentally afflicted citizens is an old story. A lit- 
tle vista of hope opened up with the announce- 
ment that senile patients were to be transferred 
to Camp Crowder where Missouri has inherited 
a suitable building from the Government. 

This move would mean that these patients 
would receive proper care while ceasing to be 
a burden on the specialized medical staffs of 
mental hospitals. But even this vista now seems 
to be closing. 

Gov. Smith says that he was also counting on 
a Federal gift of $900,000 worth of surplus equip- 
ment to furnish the proposed Camp Crowder 
hospital. Now it turns out that the equipment 
has already been removed and that there is not 
much chance of such a gift from Washington. 
The purchase of its equivalent would cost Mis- 
souri $2,000,000. 

It would hardly be fair to blame Gov. Smith 
for the state’s neglect of its mental patients. 
Yet here is a new indication that they are still 
being left to drift 1long in an almost unbear- 
able condition,

science is touched? 
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The Navy at El Ferrol 


For the first time since before the war, an 
American Navy squadron is visiting Franco 
Spain. Four ships steamed into El Ferrol, the 
birthplace and summer home of Generalissimo 
Franco. Salutes were exchanged and bullfights 
are at hand, and all the friendly ceremony is in 
thorough disregard of our foreign policy. 

Fall is a pleasant time to go to Spain. About 
this time last year, American military planes 
were running a virtual ferry service to Madrid. 
Senator Gurney and Representative Teague, 
among others, returned with demands that the 
United States resume full diplomatic relations 
with the Fascist dictator. There were reports 
that the Army considered Franco necessary to 
the security of the democracies whom he had 
always opposed. ; 

The returning visitors and their advice were 
received coldly by those responsible for foreign 
affairs. The State Department said last Octo- 
ber, “There is no change in our position.” Just 
two months ago President Truman was more 
severe. The President emphatically opposed a 
loan to Spain with which, he said, we do not 
have friendly relations. 

Yet today all is friendly in El Ferrol, while 
Franco receives American naval officers. Is 
this another case of split personality .in our 
Government? The President and the State De- 
partment might remind the Navy just who con- 
ducts foreign policy.

In Italy today you might never think there had been a war as the 
countryside is smiling and people are happy, writes former St. 
Louisan; but picture changes completely when one looks behind 
the scenes at those whose payment for the war will never stop.

ROME. 

You really wouldn’t know, everyone says, 
there’d been a war here. It’s too good to 
be true, they say; these Italians are the 
luckiest people on earth, And life is so 
pleasant and easy and, furthermore, cheap. 
You sit at a sidewalk cafe on the Via Ven- 
eto and have a drink before lunch and 
watch the people passing, and all the 
women look pretty and all the men look 
elegant, and nobody hurries and everyone 
seems to be smiling, 
and around you there 
is Rome, ocher-col- 
ored and soft in the 
sun, 

All of this seems 
like a fairy story ora 
travel advertisement. 
The astonishing thing 
is that it is largely 
true. Probably there 
is an explanation for 
tie recovery of Italy, 
but it looks and feels 
like a miracle. 

Those who know 
Italy and Italians 
would agree that the 
miracle is built into the people. For here 
is a race which has been overrun, dev- 
astated and conquered since the beginning 
of history—and nothing can defeat their 
love of life. 


Out of Sight—Out of Mind 


But the war cannot be forgotten. It was 
a terrible war, inching over the land from 
Sicily to the Alps. Two armies fought here 
slowly. The retreating army, in bitterness 
and failure, had plenty of time to destroy 
the country and the people, as it moved 
north. The victorious army had plenty of 
artillery and aviation to destroy the coun- 
try and the people as it advanced against 
the enemy. Someone must pay for this. 
The dead paid their share and are quits. 

Someone does pay. 

In terms of life, the price falls most 
heavily where it is least deserved and least 
noticed—on children. Neither the enchanted 
foreigners nor the fairly privileged Italians 
visit the shuttered buildings that are 
orphanages, the prisonlike reform schools, 
the hospitals and rest homes crowded with 
tubercular and undernourished children. 

Why should anyone trouble to inspect a 
dank school where thin, white-faced chil- 
dren are too hungry to concentrate on their 
books? No one wants to remember the 
torment of war. And certainly no adults 
want to watch children paying the price of 
adult cruelty and folly. But the children 
are there, scattered and hidden behind the 
pleasant appearance of everyday life. They 
go on paying for the war with their lives— 
they, at least, will never forget what the 
true cost is. 


The Wanderers and the Prisoners 


No one knows how many children in Italy 
exist as homeless beggars, and it is a mys- 
tery how they manage. They do not go to 
school because they have no shoes and they 
need their time to find food, and besides 
there aren't enough schools. They do not 
come under the care of any agency because 
war disrupts social services quite as thor- 
oughly as it does dock installations and rail 
terminals. 

In Italy a child is considered an orphan 
if he has lost one parent, and this is a 
sound definition—one parent cannot main- 
tain a home. So these children roam in the 
adult world’s jungle, cheated of everything 
that would make a decent childhood. 

But they are not the unluckiest children. 
The unluckiest are the ones who get thrust 
into orphanage prisons like the Hotel of the 
Poor, in Naples, where everything has been 
silenced by terror and misery, except the 
children’s eyes.

The unluckiest are the girls, not criminal, . 


only homeless, who are locked into a cer- 
tain convent reform school in Rome, where 


they are made to feel ugly and despised and 
forever outcast. The children of the streets 
hold on to their freedom as long as they 
can, but what catches up with them is sick- 
ness, principally tuberculosis, that great 
legacy of war. 

Through no fault of the Italian authori- 
ties, statistics on children are unreliable. 
They are guesses based on some known 
facts, and these figures are apt to be under- 
estimated rather than overestimated. A pri- 
vate report of the Ministry of the Interior 
estimates that 300,000 children are predis- 
posed to tuberculosis, and of these only 6.5 
per cent are helped. 


No Roots, No Security 


It is not known how many thousands of 
illegitimate and abandoned children there 
are, destined to spend their lives moving 
from institution to institution until they 
are any age between 16 and 21. They do 
not stay in one place and so grow up at 
least with borrowed roots, the same adults 
to look after them, the same house to live 
in. They move from a foundling home 
when they are 2 years old, and again when 
they are 6, and again when they are 12; 
and when they come of age they will re- 
ceive identity papers stating that their 
parents are unknown. Thus they are guar- 
anteed never to feel safe anywhere. 

Italian children are a special race. It is 
difficult to destroy their natural quality, 
which is bright-eyed, not rowdy, liveliness. 
They seem very sure of themselves, and 
this gives them a charming, comic dignity 
—they are a constant pleasure to look at. 
You have to shave their heads, as is done 
to boys in many institutions, and put the 
girls in hideous shapeless grayish uniforms, 
and regiment and discipline them to death 
before you can ruin them. 

The estimated number of physically mu- 
tilated children is 15,000, but this is certain- 
ly an incomplete figure. Only 3000 of these 
wounded children can be taken care of. One 
does not know how the others live. 

There are approximately as many men- 
tally deranged children as all American 
forces landing in Normandy on D-day, 45,- 
000. But only 5.5 per cent of them can be 
helped in suitable institutions. 


Hunger of Body and Soul 


The counted war orphans would fill 12 
infantry divisions, 180,000 children, and 12 
infantry divisions was the maximum size of 
the United States fighting army in Italy. 


As for the school children who are also: 


often orphans and wounded and incipient 
TB cases, a government report states that 
2,000,000 of these are needy and undernour- 
ished. Some 900,000 whose hunger endan- 
gers their immediate health receive food 
each day through the combined contribu- 
tion of the United Nations Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund and the Italian Government. 
They are given about 900 calories, What 
900 calories look like is a small plate of 
rice with tomato sauce, a small piece of 
bread with some corned beef on it and a 
tin cup of powdered milk. 

It goes on and on; it is a whole world of 
children who wil] never, as long as they 
live, stop paying for our grown-ups’ war. 
Their eyes are hard to meet. They could so 
easily be full of laughter, but instead they 
are bewildered, wary, frightened, sad. 

Meantime, the fields of Italy are neat and 
lovely as gardens. The cities are bursting 
with people and bustling with buying and 
selling. It is one of the most beautiful coun- 
tries in the world and, all things considered, 
one of the happiest. The sorrow and hard- 
ship of a few million children scarcely 
shows.

They have come from nearly 
every one of the American nat 
tions from Canada to Argentina 
to attend the loudly heralded 
Western Hemisphere “Peace Con- 
gress.” 

Tomorrow, they begin a five- 
day round of speech-making in 
denunciation of all those whom 
the instigators of the parley call 
“war makers” who are perpetrat- 
ing “an armament race.” Since 
the meeting is confined to dele- 
ates from American nations, and 
ince the United States is not only 
- the most powerful among them, 
but the one which is taking the 
lead in dolstering and rearming 
the western world, the inference 
is, of course, clear. 

In the view of the Mexican 
press and many diplomats in this 
capital city, this gathering was 
not only inspired but engineered 
by the clever friends of Moscow. 
As one ambassador explained: 
“The Communists, with the help 
of willing fellow travelers and 
gullible intellectuals, have put one 
over on the American republics 
and the United States in particu- 
lar.” As he sees it, “having been 
frustrated in their attempts to 
hold such an all-American confab 
in Brazil, Chile, Argentina or any 
of the other larger South Ameri- 
can countries, they have succeed- 
ed in putting on one in Mexico, on 
your very door-step.” 

Meeting Has Three Purposes. 

Our own officials and diplomats 
are convinced that the architects 
of the conference have three main 
purposes in mind: First, to lull 


the peoples of the American na-| 


tions into a more complacent, if 
not a more friendly attitude to- 
ward Russia by spreading false 
peace propaganda; second, to cre- 
ate confusion among the coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere 
and thus undermine the solidar- 
ity that has characterized their 
relations during and since the 
war; third, to embarrass the Unit- 
ed States by having Latin Ameri- 
cans and others engaged in public 
criticism and condemnation of 
“Yankee imperialism” at the very 
moment Washington faces a cru- 
cial period in its economic rela- 
tions with Britain and the critical 
situation in Asia. 

There were significant strate- 
gic reasons why Mexico City was 
selected as the scene of this gath- 
ering. It is next door to us, and 
easily accessible to travelers from 
the United States. No passports, 
no visas are necessary. Only a 
tourist card, easily obtained, is 
required. No one has to become 
entangled with the State Depart- 
ment. 

Mexico is also tremendously in- 
fluential in Spanish America. It 
has a widely read and circulated 
free press. There is no censorship. 
Its books and writings, the works 
of its artists and painters, as well 
as its movies are widely distrib- 
uted in the 17 other Spanish- 
speaking nations. Also, in spite of 
the present friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries, there is 
in the minds and hearts of mil- 
lions of Mexicans a smouldering 
suspicion and fear of the United 
States. 

In addition to all this, no other 
Latin American country has such 
a resourceful group of leftists, 
fellow travelers and avowed 
friends of Russia through whom 
to operate. Vincente Lombardo 
Toledano, leftist labor leader and 
bitter adversary of Uncle Sam, is 
the moving spirit, in fact the king 
pin of the congress. He is not only 
one of the most skillful organizers 
of such propaganda meetings, but 
his frequent trips to Russia, and 


his intimate acquaintance with ~ | 
Oo 


outstanding leftist leaders 
Europe and Latin America, make 
him an unsurpassed interpreter 
of the party line. | 

Though the leftwing CTAL, or 
the Latin American Confederation 
of Labor, of which he was the 
founder and which as president he 
still dominates, he has organizing 
facilities among leftists through- 
out Latin America. = is the di- 
recting force behind El Popular, 
one of the largest and most influ- 
ential leftist newspapers in the 
hemisphere, which, incidentally, is 
the propaganda organ of the Mex- 
ico conference. 


Cardenas a Factor. 


Another important consideration , 


in the selection of Mexico as the 
sounding board for these discus- 


sions is the fact that former Pres- | 


ident Lazaro Cardenas, the father 
and mentor of leftist doctrines in 
Mexico, is still considered, by out- 
siders at least, as the most power- 
ful single influence in the nation. 

That the actual organizers if 
not the host of the meeting are 
Communists and fellow-traveling 
leftists there is no doubt. 

The individuals who drummed 
up attendance among Mexicans 
and other Latin Americans, as 
well as citizens and residents of 
the United States, are obvious and 
well known for their leftist and 
Communist affiliations. There is 
Lombardo Toledano himself, head- 
ing the list of Mexican sponsors, 
a list which contains other such 
well-known names as the famed 
Red perennials, Diego Rivera and 
Alfaro Siqueros, as well as other 
outstanding and unashamed fel- 
low travelers. 

From Cuba comes Juan Mari- 
nello, former vice president of the 
Cuban Senate, former cabinet 
member, and president of the Cu- 
ban Communist party. Former 
Senator Pablo Neruda, Chilean 
Communist exile, arrived by plane 
several days ago, and under an 
assumed name. 

According to reports from Gua- 
temala and other Central Ameri- 
can countries, another former 
Chilean Communist, Senator Cesar 
Godoy, spent several days visiting 
leftist friends. and conferring with 
well-known Communists in that 
area as he made his way to Mex- 
ico City.

Among them are the Syndicate of 
Workers in Education, the Alli- 
ance of Democratic Youth, the 
Association of Students of Hu- 
manities, the latter affiliated with 
Lombardo Toledano’s leftist 
CTAL, and all of them active in 
promoting anti-United States sen- 
timent in their country.

The imposing list of sponsors in 
the United States, as published 
here by Lombardo Toledano’s El 
Popular, include practically all 
those who engineered the recent 
New York “Cultural and Scientific

This walled town on the Eu- 
phrates, once a metropolis in the 
Caliphate of Haroun al Raschid, 
lies about at the midpoint of the 
Gezireh, the fat band of bottom 
land that stretches largely unused 
across northern Syria. 

Fan of Future Irrigation. 

Taking dusty Raqqa, sleeping by 
the broad green waters of the 
river highway, as the center of 
operations, here is how the fan of 
future irrigation of northern Sy- 
ria looks. Except for one dam on 
the Turkish border that I could 
not reach because a bridge was 
down, I have visited all these 
sites in a week’s intensive travel 
here. 

At Ras-el-Ain near Turkey on 
the upper Khabur, unreachable till 
a bridge is rebuilt, a 50-mile canal 
has been begun. For an outlay of 
4,000,000 Syrian pounds — about 
$1,250,000 at a free exchange rate— 
the government claims it can 
bring back to use 300,000 acres of 
land. 

Ras-el-Ain, a pre-Biblical city 
scraped clean by German arch- 
eologists, once had a population 
of 150,000 people. Figuring seven 
persons to a farm family, the 
Syrians reckon they can put 70,- 
000 people back on 30-acre farms 
irrigated by this tributary of the 
Euphrates. 

At Meskene, west of here on 
the macadam highway to Aleppo, 
are cliffs about 100 feet tall, nat- 
ural walls of the Euphrates camel 
route to India. Here, if Syria 
finds the money, will be the larg- 
est dam, 95 feet high, with enough 
water to irrigate 750,000 acres and 
settle 175,000 people on little fruit 
ranches. 


Cost of Dam.

The World 
Bank will shortly give Yugoslavia 
a $20,000,000 loan; and there may 
be more to come from other 
sources. 

Opportunity Exists Now. 

On the other hand, this as- 
sistance for Tito has had no mate- 
rial results, as yet. At the same 
time, the rearmament of western 
Europe is still only a pipe dream. 
The Red Army is reported to have 
placed five armored divisions on 
the Yugoslav border and can 
quadruple the number tomorrow. 
In short, if Yugoslavia is to be 
invaded by the Russians, this is 
the best opportunity. 

Hitherto, the Kremlin's menaces 
against Tito have not been re- 
garded as portending war, mainly 
because the western experts have 
supposed the Kremlin did not 
wish to run such risks. The the-

Any sort of military action 
there, however, would certainly 
increase world tension. 

Yugoslavia is not a party to 

any mutual defense treaties, 
such as that of the United 
States, Canada and the North 
Atlantic countries. These na- 
tions are not obligated to de- 
fend it. Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s break with Moscow, and 
appeals for loans from the 
United States and the World 
| Bank, are too recent for any 
understandings with him. They 
are still not quite certain of 
Tito himself. 

So far Russia has been care- 
ful to avoid any direct aggres- 
sion, If it should come to that, 
however, instead of an internal 
turnabout, and Russian action 
should spread to Italy, or 
Greece or Turkey, we would 
have a different situation to 
think about. 

Hence, as the Senate is about 
to take up final action on one 
year’s arming of the North At- 
lantic pact nations, plus more 
military aid for Greece, Iran 
and Turkey, Washington, Lon- 
don, Paris and Rome are 
watching the Balkans again.

Of 
these 658,500 were in the Army, 
450,200 in the Navy and 421,500 
in the Air Force; the Marine 
Corps rounding out the count with 
86,400. 

National Guard Strength. 

Backing up this regular mill- 
tary establishment are 27 National 
Guard divisions “approaching 
complete organization” with a to- 
tal present strength of 818,098 of- 
ficers and men. The Air National 
Guard has 42,003 officers and men, 
of whom 3610 are rated pilots, and 


The Navy has a total of 14,290 
airplanes, including those in stor- 
age, 7,670 of these (training craft 
included) being in active Navy 
service, 2,500 in use by its reserve 
units and 820 by the Marine Corps. 

The Air Force is now in process 
of cutting back from 55 groups 
to the 48-group ceiling set for it 
by President Truman. This will 
leave it with only 2,301 first-line 
combat planes, exclusive of those 
in storage and those used for 
reserve and primary training. 

The Air National Guard is or- 
ganized into 84 combat squadrons, 
72 of these being fighter units 
and 12 light bombardment. 

Option on Plants. 

In the industrial field, the De- 
partment of Defense is still hold- 
ing on to 460 plants built by the 
government during the war at a 
cost of $6,500,000,000 and has an 
emergency “recapture” option on 
several hundred others. It has a 
‘machinery reserve” of 108,000 ma- 
chines and machine tools that 
could be utilized quickly. 

In addition to this equipment “in 
being,” it already, through the 
Munitions Board, has placed defin- 
ite and detailed “pool orders” with 
every major manufacturer of ma- 
chine tools in the country. These 
would go into effect on outbreak 
of war. The board is prepared to 
“freeze” sales of all new and sec- 
ond-hand machine tools on the 
market on M-Day. 

All things considered, officials 
of the board think the nation is 


pretty well prepared for any con- 
tingency.

HIS volume originated in the 


mind of Charles. A. Fisher, 
who as Director of The Uni- 
of Michigan Extension 
Service emphasized the 
tance of preparing adults for a 
useful and satisfactory old age. 
It another addition to 
broadening efforts of our day, in 


the fields of gerontology and 
geriatrics, that is, in the science 


of aging and in the art of treat- 
ing the diseases and deviations 
of the aged. The book is made 
up of 11 essays outlining studies 
of the process of senescence by 
experts in the fields of medicine, 
biology, psychology, social eco- 
nomics, hygiene, mental health 
and religion. Each of these spe- 
cialists deals with the particular 
problems of advancing years in 
their relationship to his own 
specialty. 

And what problems there are! 
As matters stand, at present, it 
is largely if not solely a question 
of surmise as to who suffer more 
keenly from the repercussions of 
senescence, the younger group 
who have to live or consort with 
the aged, or the oldsters who 
have to endure forced contacts 
and relationships with their jun- 
iors and, necessarily, with them- 
selves.

N the final paragraph of this 
| ictiona autobiography, after 
having reviewed his career 
with persuasive earnestness and 
frankness, Cesare Borgia says, 
“It is for you who read this to 
decide where I made my mis- 
takes, for your world will be big- 
ger and more complicated, and 
if you are to live in it at all you 
will have learned to control it 
without emotion, without this 
mumbo-jumbo of religion, with- 
out the softness. that ruined my 
father, without fear; by nothing 
but the cold: dry light that 
Heraclitus:talks about,” 

It is Cesare Borgia, a charac- 
ter in a novel, who says this, of 
course, and consequently it is 
hard to tell whether the author 
intends it as a warning, a recom- 
mendation, or simply a comment 
on how little our world has 
changed-in feur and a half cen- 
turies. The last interpretation 
is the least probable, for Nigel 
Balchin is a historian, not an 
antiquarian—that is, his interest 
in the past derives from the con- 
viction that knowledge of the 
past will throw some light upon 
the present and the future.

STENSIBLY this novel is an 
interpretation of Borgia’s 
; life, cast into the form of an 
autobiographical study set down 
at the moment when his half- 
achieved structure of conquest 
tumbled about him and just as 
he was about to be finally exiled 
from Italy and disowned by the 
Papacy, Spain, and France to- 
gether. It neither excuses his 
methods, his crimes, nor defends 
his personal character and ambi- 
tions. It simply gives to a life 
that is otherwise indefensibly 
wanton a central purpose, a plan, 
tha’ makes it humanly under- 
standable. \ 

Restrained, rather weary in 
tone throughout, it has none of 
the lush appeal we have come to 
expect in historical novels. The 
intrigue is presented rationally 
and analytically, the dangers and 
exploits are summarized in retro- 
spect rather than re-enacted in 
exciting detail.. The whole em- 
phasis, thus, is thrown on Bor- 
gia’s determined struggle, using 
the current methods and the cur- 
rent circumstances, to carry out 
his plan of ‘unifying Italy—and 
on his increasing sense of frus- 
tration and loneliness. 

Yet it is a fascinating study, 
and not a little of the fascination 
is in the fact, as Borgia repeat- 
edly says and the author must 
have intended, that it is meant 
to be instructive for some future 
—-that is, our—generation.

LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP)—The 
United States Ryder Cup team is 
apt to find its hands full when it 
arrives in England for the inter- 
national golf matches Sept. 16-17. 

The British have chosen a vet- 
eran crew, both in age and-inter- 
national play experience.

Max Faulkner, 32, English-born 
son of a professional, now a pro 
at Royal Mid-Surrey near London 
with Henry Cotton, member of 
1947 Ryder Cup team, well-devel- 
oped, muscular. 

Arthur Lees, 41, Englishman, has 
won all the Yorkshire professional 
titles (the matches are being 
played in Yorkshire), won 1947 
British Masters Tournament, an- 
other member of the 1947 team, 
short, stock and a dapper dresser. 

James Adams, 39, one of the 
two Scots on the team, a tubby 
red-faced man, recent winner of 
Dutch and Belgian Open titles, 
member of the 1947 team.

Richard Burton, 42, Englishman, 
oldest member of team, won Brit- 
ish Open title in 1939 and held it 
until 1946, a tall, long hitter, mem- 
ber of 1935 and 1937 teams.

sembly today called for a Euro- 
pean economic union and made 
plans to seek American aid in its 
creation. 

The union would have a free 
money market and a single pref- 
erential trading system embracing 
European colonies and empires, 
and perhaps a single postage 
stamp. 

The assembly of 101 delegates 
from 12 nations voted overwhelm- 
ingly by a show of hands to call 
on the Ministerial Committee, the 
upper house of the Council of Eu- 
rope, t. prepare such a program 
of economic union. The Minis- 
terial Committee is to meet here 
next month to consider the recom- 
mendation.

signed by themselves and their re- 
|Spective dads, the National Auto- 
‘mobile Dealers Association reports. 
In these agreements dad agrees to 
ilet the youngsters use the family 
jcar from time to time provided 
(they promise to drive according to 
eight specified good-driving prac- 
tices. 

Each youthful driver who signs 
the agreement is given a member- 
ship card in the national good- 
driving club. 

The movement is sponsored by 
the Automobile Manufacturers As- 
sociation, the Rubber Manufactur- 
ers Association and their tire deal- 
ers, the Inter-Industry Highway 
Safety Committee, and the Na- 
tional Committee for Traffic Safe- 
ty, in addition to the 35,000 or- 
ganized new car dealers.

A motion for a rehearing of 
the case in which the Missouri 
Public Service ComMission sanc- 
tioned increase of St. Louis Coun- 
ty Water Co. rates to cover local 
license taxes was filed yesterday 
by the City of St. Louis. 

The city buys water from the 
company for city-owned tracts in 
St. Louis county — Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, Meramec Hills and 
Tilles Park. Principal interest in 
the commission’s action, however, 
it that it might become a “dan- 
gerous precedent, which might 
well mean an increase in St. Louis 
utility rates of more than $3,500,- 
000 a year,” the motion states. 

An application of the county 
water company, for higher rates 
'in Municipalities that levy a li- 
'cense tax of more than 2 per 
cent against the company, was 
denied by the commission Aug. 10. 

At the same time, the commis- 
sion ruled that the company might 
apply for a rate system by which 
all license fees levied against the 
water company by municipalities 
should be added to the rates 
charged residents of those com- 
munities, 

The motion for a _ rehearing, 
signed by City Counselor James 
E. Crowe and Associate Counselor 
Forrest G. Ferris Jr., charges that 
the commission’s order is an un- 
lawful attempt to interfere with 
municipal taxing powers; that in- 
sufficient time was granted for 
hearing of opposition pleas: that 
it is not based on any showing as 
to the reasonableness, or the con- 
trary, of the company’s rates; 
that no showing was made that 
the franchise charges were con- 
fiscatory; and that the one item 
of franchise taxes was singled out, 
without consideration of other 
items of expense involved. 

If the principle of passing on 
utility franchise taxes to consum- 
ers should be established, lawyers 
believe it might be applied to gas, 
electric and telephone charges. 
The city charges utilities 5 per 
cent of their gross receipts as a 
license tax. The utilities now ab- 
sorb these charges.

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A Grand View 
The Ozarks as Seen 


From Bell Mountain 
By Leonard Hall 


Q» to the southwest of Belleview, a distance of perhaps 


10 miles, lies Bell Mountgin. With Buford and Lindsey. 


and such peaks as Jotifson, Wildest and High Top, it 

shares honors with Taum Sauk for the highest elevation in 

this most rugged part of 

the Missouri Ozarks, There 

was once a Forest Service 

fire tower on Bell Mountain, 

but the place was inaccessi- 

ble and could be covered 

from other “lookouts,” s0 

that it was finally disman- 

tled and removed. Deciding 

from our maps that a view 

from the site of this fire 

tower should overlook most 

of the country which we 

have been considering as a 

“primitive area” for Mis- 

souri, Buck Hornkohl of the 

, Forest Service, Bill Bauer 

and I made an expedition 

tip there on a recent Satur- 

day afternoon. We piled the 

cook kit, charcoa] grill, wa- 

ter jug and the dogs into 

Bill’s station wagon, along with his paraphernalia for collect- 
ing wild flowers, and took off. 

The first part of the trip is easy, for you merely head 
down the Imboden Creek road out of Belleview and, after 
about four miles, turn sharp west on an old fire trail. Like 
all of the Forest Service roads, this one follows the easy 
grades along the ridges and saddles, is well-drained and makes 
fine driving. Some six miles out the truck trail a sign on a 
track leading into the brush announces “Bell Mount Lookout— 
4 miles.” 
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At this point, unless you like to walk, you will do 
well to turn back. Bill claimed, however, that his station 
wagon is not only amphibious but can scale precipices, 
so we turned aside and plunged into the woods. Once 
in, there was no turning back, for the blackjack, post 
oak, young pine and dogwood crowded the rock ruts 
on both sides of the track.

@ ACTUALLY, THIS ROAD IS NOT UNTRAVELED al- 
though the fact only made the ruts deeper. It is used regularly 
by the ancient platform-bodied trucks of the “grandma-ers.” 
This, as may have been explained before in the column is, 
the term used to describe the folks who have, since time out 
of mind, eked out a living by cutting ties and stave bolts or 
sawing logs on some other fellow’s land. When you get it to 
the mill, it is tacitly understood that you “cut it out on Grand- 
ma’s place” and they don't ask you to locate the exact 40 
where you cut it. You have to be a good woodsman to be a 
“grandma-er”’, but aside from that it is a fairly sure way of 
making a subsistence livelihood. You must locate your trees 

as they reach the size for cutting, and they are generally 
eéwing at thé head of Panther or Wildcat or some other 
inaccessible hollow. Then you must plan how to get your 
truck in close enough to pick up the loot. Especially when you 
are “gradma-ing” on Federal land, you must plan these things 
with care so as not to be caught, 

x | * 

@ GENERALLY THE LOGS ARE CUT AT ONE TIME and 
trimmed out, then allowed to lie in the woods until the “grand- 
ma-er” is certain all is well. A day or two later, or at night 
if this is practical, he'll slip in and load up. Once in the log 
pile at the mill, it’s pretty hard to say where the lumber came 
from. Even where the “grandma-er” is caught red-handed, 
the case may be too smal] to prosecute or the court may 
assess a fine so small that the offender figures it cheaper to 
get arrested: now and then, than to bid on Government timber 
sales in the regular way. The trouble with this is that soon 
an entire community back in the deep hollow, becomes 
encouraged to go and do likewise and soon a whole township 
of forest belonging to the people is being systematically 
stripped of its marketable timber. I estimated enough logs 
must be going out of the Bell Mountain country to run a fair- 
sized mill. 


* * * 

@ HOWEVER THAT MAY BE, WE PUSHED along up the 
road, now and then getting out to move a log or boulder or 
bend down a sapling. As we went, we watched for a place 
to turn the car around and finally found one. Here we 
parked, turned out the dogs, shouldered binoculars and cameras, 
and climbed ahead on foot. Now we were coming up onto the 
“granite bajds,” as the stony out-croppings are called. Along 
the first one, where we found grasses and legumes beginning 
to force out the scrub blackjack, Mike flushed a covey of 
quail. And this in a location miles from any cultivated field. 
Still higher, we found a spring seeping from the mountain- 
side and here were many plant species ordinarily not found 
on the porphory and granite. We passed a grove of wild 
plums with the trees loaded. Althought not yet ripe, the fruit 
which had fallen to the ground had a sweet, wild taste to 
match its setting. 
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@ NOW WE CAME OUT ON THE GREAT granite boulders 
which form the crest of Bell Mountain, and we paused for 
breath. Bill had gathered half a hundred plant specimens as 
we came along, while Buck and I noted how fire protection 
on the mountain was changing the whole complexion of plant 
cover, Humus was building up on the forest floor. Big and 
little bluestem, the former called “turkey foot,” were catch- 
ing hold in each tiny drainage. Clovers, lespedezas, partridge 
peas and and stick-tights were everywhere. 
* * * 


We swept the horizon with the binoculars. The long 
roll of Buford lay to eastward and below it the scarred 
face of Fron Mountain. Southeast was the long, plat- 
teau-like top of Taum Sauk where we located the 
new fire tower. “Straight north was Johnson Mountain 
Lookout and, 10 milés€arther, the one on Floyd Moun- 
tain, Westward against the ‘haze we found the lookouts 
at Black Jack and Buick so that, in all, we were 
sweeping a territory of some 400 square miles.

Displaced Persons From Europe Now 
Living in St. Louis Area Are Ad- 
justing to American Life—-Impressed 


by Freedom They've. Found Here

SMALL, tow-haired boy takes 

his first faltering steps  be- 

tween the benches near Track 
Four at Union Station. His parents 
who have just arrived from New 
York, are waiting for a train to 
take them to an outstate destina- 
tion. They have had a long trip, 
thousands of miles by boat and 
train, after almost as many miles 
of red tape and months of waiting. 


The little boy will grow up to 
speak English, eat ice cream 
cones, and know the difference 
between the Cardinals and the 
Dodgers, but at the moment he is 
a D.P., a displaced person, one of 
Europe's homeless. His parents 
know only one word of English 
but they found it useful on their 
arrival in St. Louis. 

“Varm,” the round-faced, blond 
mother says, wiping her brow ex- 
pressively. 

-Part of an estimated 51,000 
D.P.s to arrive in this country 
since the Displaced Persons Act of 
1948 went into effect, this family 
faces its future with combined 
hope and apprehension. Believing 
in the invitation of the Statue of 
Liberty — “Give me your tired, 
your poor, your huddled masses 
yearning to breathe free’—they 
know their reception will hinge, 
not on words in stone but on 
human elements. For, as one 
woman handling the placement of 
D.P.s puts it, “Ours is a business 
dealing in human beings.” 


For some, America will be a 
land of instant enchantment. Like 
the little boy social workers tell 
about who passed by an“open win- 
dow as someone dropped some 
change to the sidewalk below. 
Pouncing on the rain of silver, he 
exclaimed happily, “Just like they 
told me it would be.” 

For others, especially those sent 
to Southern farms where share- 
cropping and company stores pre- 
vail, America has offered only an- 
other type of slavery. While it is 
not in keeping with our “live hap- 
pily ever after” tradition, there is 
no doubt that some D.P.s have 
been exploited. Ironically enough, 
the light of investigation brought 
to bear on a group of D.P.s in 
Louisiana did much to improve 
conditions for native born persons.

F persons, however, life here is a 
matter of adjustment. Another 
popular D.P. story tells of the 
woman who hired a Latvian maid 
and found to her horror that the 
girl could neither run a vacuum 


cleaner, operate a mixer or cope 
with a washing machine.

“What can you do?” she asked . 


in desperation. The girl smiled 
proudly. “I can milk a reindeer,” 
she offered. 

Changing reindeer-milking tal- 
ents into mechanical skills, learn- 
ing the ways of a new land, over- 
coming homesickness, these are 
the big problems of the D.P., prob- 
lems most of them are solving. 
Of half a dozen families we vis- 
ited, in urban, suburban, and rural 
situations, not one expressed regret 
at coming here or disappointment 
in his lot. Even those in less than 
ideal circumstances spoke glow- 
ingly of freedom and opportunity. 
Through interpreters or in broken 
English, they indicated a desire 
to work from the bottom up, learn 
fast, be “real Americans.” 

Such a family are the Valeikas, 
Bronius and Galina, both 30-year- 
old Lithuanians, living on the 
Papin farm, five miles out of St. 
Clair, Mo. As you drive up to 
the two-room frame house, slen- 
der, flaxen-haired Mrs. Valeika 
and the little girls, Luida, 8, and 
Christina, 6, come to meet you. 

“Come in, please, thank you,” 
Mrs, Valeika invites you into the 
living room. Somewhat bare, it 
is immaculately scrubbed, and 
brightened by religious pictures 
on the wall, a waterglass of 
goldenrod on the bureau. The 
rooms are separated by “curtains” 
made of burlap sacking, with a 
drawnwork pattern and fringed 

. Mrs. Valeika made them 
while waiting for the boat to sail 
from Bremen. 

Although she has been here just 
four “mounths” as she pro-

nounces it, Mrs. Valeika has an 
adequate working knowledge of 
English and an eagerness to learn 
more. When she cannot express 
herself, she thumbs through one 
of her six dictionaries. 


“The first time I talk English 
is in New Orleans,” she explains, 
“where comes a man to take us 
around the town. We go and for 
two, three hours, I talk alf the 
time with one American Mrs. and 
that is my first speaking of your 
language. For us is still hard but 
for the children better.” 


Mrs. Valeika, a college graduate, 
taught school in Lithuania. 
Bronius, or: “Bruno,” as he is now 
called, was a pianist-and organist, 
son of an orchestra conductor and 
an opera singer. Obviously people 
of culture and refinement, the 
Valeikas — judging from their 
family album, only tie with the 
past—also came from families of 
prosperous circumstances. When 
the Russians came in 1944, they 
moved to the border to Kaunas 
where they stayed with relatives. 
A few months later they were 
forced to take to a horse and 
wagon caravan again; at Danzig, 
the troops were only six miles 


behind. 
T i: a porcelain factory. When 

the American Army came in, 
they were moved toa D.P. camp 
at Augsburg, one of three camps 
holding several thousand  per- 
sons. Each family had one room 
and every three families shared 
a communal kitchen. There was, 
as Mrs. Valeika puts it, “very few 
food.” Apportioned according to 
workers, food they received in- 
cluded one-half pound of meat 
for the family per week, one- 
fourth pound of butter, margarine, 
or fat. Mercifully, the Valeika 
babies were never ill. They stayed 
at the camp five years, during 
which time Mrs. Valeika wore the 
same dress and shoes,she had 
brought from Lithuania. 

In March of this year the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence arranged for their passage 
here. Because they had had vaca- 
tion farming experience, they 
were sent to a farm at Glasgow, 
Mo., but an inadequate salary 
($40 for two months) and a 
crowded household caused their 
removal to St. Clair. Slightly 
built musician Bruno is still not 
too adept a farmer but he cheer- 
fully pitches manure, struggles 
with tractor driving (“In Baltic 
countries, all is done by hand, 
here all by tractor”), works in the 
fields under a sun that sickened 
him his first few weeks here. 

It is likely that the Valeikas 
will be relocated again but even 
now they are happy. Bruno feels 
he would be perfectly happy if he 
could get a piano—“to teach the 
little girls,” and Galina is eloquent 
in her sentiments. 


“Many people in camp did not 
want to come here,” she says. 
“They said in the cities work is 
hard, houses is hard, pay is not 
so many. But now we see in 
America is better than they said. 
Is so much better now,” she ends 
with a smile, “we have all forgot 
bad times.” 

On Highway 66 near the Val- 
eikas is Arthur Ritter’s garage. 
The smiling young man working 
there in greasy overalls was once 
Stanislaw Kaleta of Krzciecien, 
Radom, Poland, later No. 22698 at 
the D.P. camp in Wurzburg, Ger- 
many. Now Stanley Kaleta of St. 
Clair, he is learning to be a ga- 
rage mechanic and he and his 
wife Anna live in a white frame 
cottage, bordered by a flower gar- 
den of morning glories and zin- 
“rig Again, the interior is spot- 
ess 

Stanley and Anna speak little 
English but their smiles speak for 
them. Sponsor Ritter laughingly 
explained they had discovered two 
things they had not known in 
Poland, first giant-sized tomatoes 
(“weighing sometimes tv 
pounds,” Stanley marvels), second, 
chiggers. Stanley, it seems, went 
out and gathered blackberries for 
jam, jelly and other by-products, 
and returned, chigger-infested.

One of the D.P. problems is that 
of the professional worker who is 
at a disadvantage compared with 
the farmer or laborer, A Luth- 
eran minister, the Rev. W. A.

“That is partly the D.P.’s own 
fault,” the Rev. Egon W. Gebauer 
says.

And you 
can’t blame them for wanting to 
get here.” 

A committee, organized by the 
Social Planning Council is ready- 
ing a report summarizing the 
problems of placing D.P.’s. It 
points out that the D.P. “brings 
an exaggeration of all the usual 
problems of the immigrant,” that 
it sometimes comes as a shock to 
his benefactors that instead of 
relief and gratitude, the D.P., like 
any other person away from home, 
suffers from nostalgia fopthe good 
things of the past. 
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OR can the D.P. be classified 

as a type; like any group of 

people, D.P.’s exhibit varying 
degrees of emotional adjustment. 
Their adjustment is often hastened 
in urban areas where social serv- 
ices and professional help are 
available, yet while adjustment to 
city life is easier, resentment 
against D.P.’s is greatest in the 
city, where job competition is 
keenest, housing at a premium. 

“Resentment is always on a ba- 
sis of, ‘Our own troubles are so 
great,’” says Mrs. Marlene Maer- 
tens, Church World Service repre- 
sentative. At her desk in Eden 
Publishing House, 1724 Chouteau 
avenue, Mrs. Maertens thumbs 
through a stack of applications, 
one-sheet biographies with photos 
attached of a young printer and 
his wife, who are being brought 
over by young printers of the pub- 
lishing house, a 37-year-old sur- 
geon, a 65-year-old physicist, a 
couple, 68 and 65, the man an 
author of 53 biology texts. 

With her biographies and pic-

RETTY, fun-loving “Cricket” 
P Coogler had staggered drunk- 

enly down the street before. 
Her drinking chums ranged from 
big-name politicos to small-town 
barflies, but always her escapades 
led home to the widowed mother 
her meager waitress’ pay helped 
support. 

Sheriff A. L. “Happy” Apodaca, 
the dapper arm of the law in 
this cotton-farming county seat 
just 40 miles north of the Mexi- 
can border, showed little agita- 
tion when he heard that at 3:25 
a.m. on March 1 Cricket tottered 
out of the De Luxe Cafe, got into 
a car driven by an unidentified 
man and had not been heard from 
since. 

The sheriff, a former prize- 
fighter and state policeman, was 
experienced in such cases. He 
liked liquor and ladies himself. 
No doubt Cricket would show up. 
And 17 days later she did, Her 
bruised, partly clothed body was 
found by rabbit hunters in a shal- 
low grave on a mesa 12 miles 
from town. ° 

Today, the mystery of 18-year- 
old Ovida Coogler’s murder re- 
mains unsolved. But in delving in- 
to its motives a grand jury more 
vigilant than any old-time posse 
has exposed corruption more fla- 
grant than anything known in 
these parts since famed frontier 
Judge Roy Bean held Kangaroo 
Court in his Langtry, Tex., saloon, 
down the Rio Grande. 

When aroused citizenry rubbed 
its eyes and found that 25 persons 
had been indicted, including the 
powerful chairman of the state 
corporation commission, two jus- 
tices of the peace, Sheriff Apodaca 
and the chairman of the Dona 
Ana board of county commis- 
sioners, they could wonder indeed 
whether the “Land of Enchant- 
ment” advertised on New Mexico’s 
car license plates had reformed 
much since Judge Bean pro- 
claimed himself “The Law West 
of the Pecos.” 


Alive, Cricket Coogler provided 
divertissement for politicians in 
search of fun beyond the eyes of 
their constituents. Dead, she 
rocked the state more than any- 
thing of regional memory except 
perhaps the world’s first atomic 
bomb that lit up the sky over 
nearby White Sands in 1945. Like 
the bomb, Crickett set off a chain 
of reaction that may linger pre- 
cariously till the next elections 
and beyond. 


Everybody in Las Cruces, a 
prosperous town of 13,500, knew 
the primrose paths Cricket had 
tread. But when the sheriff's “in- 
vestigations” brought forth no ac- 
tion, rumors rose that Happy 
might be trying to cover up for 
somebody. Nettled at such slurs 
on his sleuthing prowess, Happy

*hauled in one of his friends, Jerry 


Nuzum, a burly backfielder for 
the professional Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers. The suspect was held in- 
communicado and his identity was 
kept secret. No charges were 
filed. 

At this peaceful point, Walt 
Finley, a police reporter for the 
El Paso, Tex., Herald-Post, ap- 
peared in the scene to scent the 
situation. The odor kept him on 
the spot for four months, 


Mistaken by the jailer for a 
lawyer, Finley slipped into Nu- 
zum’s cell. The football player 
“sang” all right, but the tune was 
that of a convincing protest of in- 
nocence. Happy, Nuzum charged, 
had elected him to be the “fall 
guy.” 
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LD Judge Bean once acquitted 

a man accused of murdering a 

Chinese laborer because the 
Texas statutes, diligently as he 
might search, simply failed to 
specify that it was unlawful to 
snuff out the life of a Chinaman 
in the Lone Star State. By a sim- 
ilar stroke of logic, Sheriff Apo- 
daca took one look at the head- 
lines on Finley’s interview and 
condemned his suspect to solitary 
confinement. 


Students at nearby New Mexico 
A. and M, College, where Nuzum 
had been a grid star, didn’t like 
the way the onetime campus hero 
was being pushed around. They 
demanded his release and before 
long the district attorney obliged. 
They demanded a grand jury in- 
vestigation of Happy’s whole un- 
happy regime, and shortly after 
somebody looked up how to get

a — jury to convene, a district 
judge reluctantly impaneled one. 
State Supreme Court Justice 
James B, McGhee took over pro- 
ceedings. 

There was a long procession of 
colorful witnesses and they all 
seemed to have colorful stories 
to tell. One said the sheriff's 
automobile had obliterated an- 
other vehicle’s tracks at Cricket’s 
desert grave. There was a 15-year- 
old girl who said Happy had 
tried to seduce her. A Negro con- 
struction worker, Wesley Byrd, 
accused the sheriff and state po- 
licemen of torturing him to obtain 
a confession for Cricket’s murder. 


The witnesses kept talking. Two 
waitresses testified that Cricket 
told them shortly before her death 
how a high state official, accom- 
panied by Happy Apodaca had 
tied the ill-starred brunette to a 
table and attacked her. Nuzum’s 
landlady backed the athlete’s alibi 
and said the sheriff had warned 
her “he didn’t want any more 
dead women around here.” 


There was aspell-binding testi- 
mony about gambling in Dona 
Ana County and on the night of 
June 23 the grand jury staged a 
sortie from its chambers and 
pulled a raid of its own, carting 
off mountains of gaming equip- 
ment. Promptly, every gambling 
den in the entire state of New 
Mexico recessed operations for an 
indefinite period. 


Next day, just as the grim-faced 
sheriff dutifully swung the ax at 
seized slot machines, the grand 
jury lowered its guillotine on 
Happy’s neck. A criminal indict- 
ment charged him with raping 
a l7-year-old girl. A ten-count 
civil indictment demanded hig re- 
moval from office, charging the 
sheriff with gambling, permitting 
gambling, adultery, attempted se- 
duction, failing to account for 
moneys, and gross negligence. 

Happy denied everything and 
yelled “politics.” But the state 
comptroller relieved him in short

order and installed State Police 
Capt. Ben Martinez in his place. 


There was another sterling citi- 
zen caught in the lasso of the 
grand jury’s roundup whose story 
must have set the ghost of Old 
Judge Bean to cackling. The in- 
dicted official, Justice of the 
Peace T. V. Garcia of Anapre, 
N. M., dispensed groceries and 
justice over the same counter and 
was about to get a liquor license. 
He also operated five slot ma- 
chines which he obtained from an 
adjacent gambling club in return 
for services rendered. 


These services consisted, accord- 
ing to sworn testimony by Con- 
stable W. L. Hill, of detaining Hill 
on a trumped-up charge while an 
armed gang hijacked a truck load 
of gambling equipment which the 
— had just seized at the 
club. 
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USTICE GARCIA resigned, but 

his woes had just begun. The 

FBI arrested him on what is 
believed to be a charge unique in 
the annals of the wild and wooly 
west—impersonating a federal 
judge. 

A special deputy sheriff, com- 
Plaining witnesses told the grand 
jury, would masquerade as a fed- 
eral game warden and arrest 
fishermen to take them before 
“Federal Judge” Garcia, who, in 
broken English, never failed to 

hand down stiff fines, cash on 
the counter. 

Judge Bean really would have 
roared at that one. The best he 
could do in his heyday was to find 
a corpse with a pistol next to it, 
discover $48 on the dead man’s 
person and promptly fine him $40 
for carrying a concealed weapon 
plus $8 in court costs. 


The roundup galloped on. The 
grand jury indicted Justice of 
the Peace Ramon Duran on an 
embezzlement charge. Duran re- 
signed. It indicted M. E. Garcia, 
chairman of the Dona Ana board

of county commissioners on six 
counts, including gambling, and’ 
recommended his removal, Albert 
Gutierrez, 
leader, was charged with operat- 
ing gaming equipment. 

Injunction proceedings resulted 
in the padlocking of three night 
clubs. Nineteen alleged liquor and 
gambling law violators were in- 
dicted at one clip. State patrol- 
men testified they never raided 
one of the clubs because State 
Police Chief Hubert Beasly had 
ordered them to “lay off.” The 
chief denied he gave such orders,

N July 29, the Dona Ana 
() county grand jury, still dig- 

ging into the Coogler case, 
came up with another political A- 
bomb. It indicted one of the big- 
gest names in New Mexico’s Dem- 
ocratic hierarchy, Dan Sedillo, 
chairman of the State Corporation 
Commission. According to the bill 
of particulars, Sedillo had been 
“possessing Ovida Coogler for evil 
purposes.” Sedillo denied the 
charge. 

The chain reaction of reform 
kept popping. Across the state, 
the Mayor of Hobbs was indicted 
on a charge of taking protection 
money from a Negro gambler. In 
Carlsbad, 11 persons were nabbed 
on charges involving marijuana 
smoking and abortions of teen- 
age delinquents. 


The battered body of Cricket 
Coogler still haunts high places. 
The Dona Ana jury has vowed to 
stay in session “until our job is 
done.” The Herald-Post and its 
sister paper in Albuquerque, the 
Tribune, offered a $1000 reward 
for finding the killer of the wait- 
ress. Business men raised the sum 
to nearly $5000. Trials of Sheriff 
Apodaca, Sedillo and the others 
are pending. 

Perhaps Cricket Coogler’s killer 
will go unpunished. But vice- 
weary citizens could not help but 
feel that with her death the little 
waitress helped attack the condi- 
tions that made her what she was. 


What Would You Do as Parents of Quads? 


Now Don't Get Panicky Thinking About lt—Here's How Some Families Survived the Ordeal

HAT would you do if sud- 
W denly you became the parent 
of quadruplets? 

Would you immediately collapse 
or take the first train out of 
town? Would you hit the boss for 
a 10- or 20-buck raise, and would 
that be enough? Or would you 
need outside help? Would you try 
to commercialize your foursome? 

Look around the place you're 
living in now. Imagine that sud- 
denly, right now, today, there are 
four new but permanent faces 
there? Would the place be big 
enough? If not, where would you 
get more room? 

Would you need a maid, or a 
second maid? How about the chil- 
dren already there? Would the old 
ones resent the new ones? Could 
you handle the whole problem 
without creating neurotics? 

Now, don’t get panicky. The odds 
against you women giving birth 
to quads are about 650,000 to 1. 
(No bet, if you’re a man.) But 
why not be prepared, at least be 
armed with information on what 
others have done? Therefore, pure- 
ly as a public service, we have 
rounded up the experiences of 
some families which have pro- 
duced quads since 1915. Here they 


are:

But 
New York and New Jersey au- 
thorities, now in the process of 
exposing the gigantic gyping ma- 
chine through which members of 
a tri-state policy ring bilked hun- 
dreds of thousands of njckel-dime- 
and-dollar numbers bettors out of 
$50,000,000 a year, are ready to 
prove that old P. T. was a bum 
statistician when it came to esti- 
mating the birth rate of chumps. 

On evidence gathered against 
nine men now held for running 
the rigged ‘lottery, law enforce- 
ment officials have come to the 
conclusion that the birth rate of 
the sucker population of the good 
old U.S.A... must at least have 
doubled since Barnum’s day. 

Not only did the operators of 
the colossal and crooked policy 
syndicate rig the payoff numbers 
so that a player’s 1-in-1000 honest 
chance of winning was reduced to 
an infinitesimal point defying cal- 
culation, they even bilked the guy 
who made it possible for them to 
put the fix on the payoff.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3. 
IGHTEEN German broadcast- 
E ers just sailed back to Ger- 
many after a two-month tour 


of this country, inspecting Ameri- 


’ can radio. This has been a great 


year for foreign observation of 
our radio programs. So far, Brit- 
ish, Japanese, Korean and now 
German broadcasters have come 
over to take a look at us and de- 
parted, pursing their lips noncom- 
mittally. 

Before they sailed, I asked two 
of the Germans—Herbert Hupka, 
head of cultural affairs on Radio 
Munich and Dieter Fuss, chief of 
the news desk, same station—what 
they learned here. They were 
chiefly impressed, as are all for- 
eign visitors, with our informality.

EVER in my life have I been 
N to a world capital (and this 

makes my fifty-first) where 
there is such a difference between 
2 o'clock in the afternoon and 2 
o'clock in the morning.

Box Office Lesson

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NEW YORK, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
Probably the best capsule picture 
of the current Broadway theater 
happened a few nights ago when 
the son of Mary Martin arrived 
with two of his pals:to age his 
mother sing her starring role In 
the hit musical, “South Pacific.” 

His mother couldn’t get tickets, 
the producers couldn’t get tickets. 
No one could get tickets for this 
enchanting sical which has 
been selling out to absolute capac- 
ity for more than 20 weeks, gross- 
ing the absolute limit of $50,600 
every week at the Imperial. 

Because of its unique architec- 
tural plan, there is only a very 
small space at the Imperial for 
“standing room only.” Only about 
a dozen spectators are permitted 
by fire and police regulations to 
stand and watch the show. 

So on the night Miss Martin’s 
son and his two pals came to 
hear his mother sing “I’m Gonna 
Wash That Man Right Outta My 
Hair,” he and his buddies were 
the first in line to buy one of the 
few tickets which would give them 
the right to stand through a per- 
fect musical. 

oe : 

THE fact Miss Martin and all 
her charming influence could not 
get tickets for her most enthus- 
iastic one-man audience highlights 
a tremendous change in the box 
office viewpoint in Broadway 
theaters. During the summer when 
normally there is a considerable 
box office drop even-at hit shows, 
there has been a continual high 
level of theatrical patronage. 

No one has an explanation for 
it except that the surviving shows 
are of high quality, and theatrical 
audiences seem to have more 
know-how now in picking good 
shows. They refuse to take second 
choices when they can’t get tick- 
ets for hits like “South Pacific,” 
“Kiss Me, Kate” and “Death of 
a Salesman.” 

The Rodgers and Hammerstein 
musical, with its haunting songs of 
“Bali H’Ai,” “Some Enchanting 
Evening” and with Miss Martin 
and Ezio Pinza in perfect harmony 
in the leading roles, is sold out for 
months in advance. 

“Kiss Me, Kate” is just as popu- 
lar with $47,200 a week coming in- 
to its coffers. “Death of a Sales- 
man” is the tops of straight 
dramas with its gross of $24,100 
a week.

THE difference in grosses is 
that: musicals demand about dou- 
ble the admission prices dramatic 
plays ask. Musicals have produc- 
tion, acting and stage crews 
which are much larger than those 
required by the average play.

of the United States for at least another 
year. This country’s leaseholds on the 
famous international trophies were reaf- 
firmed by American teams on the grass- 
carpeted courts of Forest Hills, Long 
Island, and the Winged Foot links at 
Mamaroneck, New York. 
To retain the Davis Cup, which per- 
peers the name of the late Dwight F. 
, a four-man American tennis team 
defeated Australia’s best racket wielders, 
four matches to one. It wasn't the most 
memorable challenge round in the Davis 
Cup’s af gore history, but the Americans 
displayed their usual brand of power 
tennis to hold the trophy for the fourth 
consecutive year. In all, 28 nations com- 
peted for cup this year in zone 
matches, the Australians winning the 
right to challenge the American defenders. 
To maintain this country’s custody of 
the Walker Cup, which was presented 
by George H. Walker in 1921, a strong 
American golf team overwhelmed Great 
Britain's best amateur linksmen, 10 to 2.

The one-sided triumph was the United 
States’ eleventh in the 12 times the event 
has been’staged.

Davis and Walker, in offering the 
cups as circulating competitive prizes, 
had a singleness of p to make 
tennis and golf the instruments of inter- 
national good will and to afford recog- 
nition of superiority in the amateur phases 
of both sports. Each man excelled in the 
game which was his favorite. When an 
undergraduate at Harvard in 1898, Davis 
was runner-up for the national amateur 
tennis championship, and he played on 
the first two American Davis Cup teams, 
in 1900 and 1902. Walker, a keen student 
of golf, was one of the best amateur 
players in the St. Louis area before he 
moved to New York in 1919. : 

Competition for the two famous tro- 
phies has brought into prominence many 
golf and tennis stars. On- American 
Walker Cup teams have been such re- 
nowned players as Bobby Jones, Francis 
Ouimet, Jess Sweetser (a former St. 
Louisan), Willie Turnesa, Chick Evans 
and Lawson Little. In Davis Cup lay

RIOT OVER ROBESONg 


Veterans Break Up Gathering for C 


PICNIC grove near Peekskill, New York, 
that was to have been the scene of a 
concert by Paul Robeson became a 
riot ground instead. On a dirt country road 
near the concert bowl, a parade of veterans’ 
organizations demonstrating against Robe- 
son forced its way through lines of people 
walking toward the grove. Fist-fights broke 
out, were followed by general rioting. 
Parade commanders vainly shouted or- 
ders for the demonstrators to disband. 
Rocks and clubs, picked off the ground, be- 
came weapons. In the three-hour melee at 
least eight persons were hurt, two of them 
seriously. An estimated 5000 persons had

gathered to hear Baritone Robeson sing. 

The concert had been scheduled by the 
People’s Artists Committee as a benefit for 
the Harlem branch of the Civil Rights Con- 
gress, a group labeled subversive by the 
Department of Justice. The Joint Veterans’ 
Council of Westchester County had an- 
nounced plans to drown out Robeson’'s 
singing with brass bands. In the coun- 
cil are local units of the American Legion, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and Catholic War 
Veterans. Peekskill Legion commander said 
the council disclaimed responsibility for any- 
thing “individual citizens” did after the 
organized demonstration.

HOCOLATE layer cake top with 
marshmallows and a: fluffy ed ic- 
ing is a favorite dessert with Ethel 

Penney of St. Louis. She makes the cake 
with sour milk and baking soda to keep it 
moist and tender. 

Mrs. Penney, who is author of a cook 
book, begins by putting vinegar in sweet 
milk to sour it. Butter is stirred until very 
soft, sugar is added slowly and this mixture 
is creamed well. Into the mixture are 
stirred first eggs that have been beaten 
with salt until frothy and then melted choco- 
late. Sifted flour is next added alternately 
with the soured milk. Baking soda, dis 
solved in hot water, is stirred in last and 
the rather thin mixture is poured into two 
well-greased layer pans. Layers are baked 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) for 25 to 
30 minutes. 

When layers are cool they are put to 


gether with the boiled icing. This is made 
by pouring boiling water over sugar in a 
sauce and stirring until the sugar is dis- 
solv Salt is put in and syrup is cooked 
without stirring for about five minutes, or un- 
til it spins a thread when dropped from the 
side of a spoon. Egg whites are beaten, 
cooled Be is added, and is con- 
tinued until icing is stiff but not hard. 
INGREDIENTS: One-half cup butter, 
two cups sugar, two eggs, one-eighth teca- 
spoon salt, three cups.cake flour, one cu 
soured milk or one cup buttermilk, mayo 
cup hot water, one teaspoon 
three squares of melted bitter chocolate. a 
icing: Two-thirds cup boiling water, two 
cups sugar, three egg whites, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, 12 marshmallows, and one 
square bitter chocolate, melted. These 
amounts will Make a two-layer cake that 
will serve 12 persons.
